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_ GROWTH OF CITIES AS DISCLOSYD 





BY THE NEW CENSUS. 


The results of the enumeration of the population of 
the United States, as made by the Census of 1900, 
have not as yet been completed. Up to the date of 
the writing of this article (October 15) bulletins for 
only four of the States had been issued, and these all 
small States. In the meantime, however, we have the 
figures for the larger cities, which form an interesting 
study by themselves. The Census authorities have 
published the returns for all the cities whose num- 
bers exceed 25,000. The figures for the places hav- 
ing less than 25,000 inhabitants will not be separately 
announced, but will only be given out as part of the 
State bulletins in which all the various civil divisions 
appear. We have incorporated in our debt state- 
ments on subsequent pages all the 1900 Census re- 
‘turns as far as we could obtain them up to the time of 
going to press, and we bring together separately in 
this article, at the end, the cities reported as having 
25,000 inhabitants or over. 

As in previous decades, the cities again show a large 
growth in population. But there is a wide difference 
in this respect between the cities in the different 
Reographical groups. A very noticeable and distinct- 
Ive feature of the returns is the large increases dis- 
Closed in the New England and the Middle States, and 
the much smaller increases in the South and parts of 
the West. In this we have reference to both the ratios 
and the amounts of gain. We give both in our tables, 
a8 obviously conclusions can not safely be based on one 
alone. Often exaggerated importance is given to an ex. 
ceptionally large percentage of increase, when asa mat- 
ter of fact it is exceptional only because it is based on 
small total. The compilations further below reveal 


seven places with ratios of increase over 100 per cent, 
but in only one of these seven instances does such per- 
centage represent an addition to population of as 
much as 20,000. Manifestly, a large ratio of growth 
is much more difficult to maintain in the case of the 
very large cities than in the case of the small cities. 

Viewed in this light the marked preponderance of 
growth in the cities of the New England and the Mid- 
die States becomes an especially striking feature. New 
England particularly has reason to feel proud of her 
record. Inthat art of the country are located the great 
cotton and woolen-manufacturing estab.ishments, the 
shoe industry and the like. Owing to the prominence 
which cotton-manufacturing has latterly assumed in 
the South, fear has at times been expressed lest New 
Ei gland might suffer greatly from the effects of such 
new competition. Some have gone so far as to pre- 
dict the ultimate decay of the New England cotton 
goods industry. Similarly, we have been told the 
supremacy of New England was threatened in other 
industries because of new competition springing up 
in different parts of the country. 

But there is no evidence of impending decay of 

decline in the Census records of the population. . On 
the contrary these records indicate unmistakably con- 
tinued growth and advancement. Massachusetts pre- 
sexts an array of gains that cannot be matched 
anywhere else in the country. Thus New Bedford 
shows an addition to population during the ten years 
of 21,709, or 53°30 per cent; Somerville an addition 
of 21,491, or 53°52 per cent; Springfield 17,880, or 
40°47 per cent; Worcester 33,766, or 39°89 per cent; 
Brockton 12,769, or 46°78 per cent; Fall River 30,465, 
or 40°95 per cent; and so we might go through the 
list, only two of the twenty cities having over 25,000 
population showing less than 20 per cent increase, one 
of the two being Gloucester, which reflects the decline 
in fisheries by recording only 5-96 per cent gain. At 
Boston the additien has been 112,415, or 25°07 per 
cent. 
In the other New England States, the story is the 
same. Providence records 43,451 increase, or 32°88 
per cent; Pawtucket, 11,598, or 41°97 per cent; 
Bridgeport, 22,130, or 45°29 per cent; Hartford, 26,- 
620, or 50°01 per cent; New Haven, 26,729, or 32°88 
per cent; Waterbury, 17,213, or 60 09 per cent. - 

In Pennsylvania, the great development of the iron 
and steel and the coal indastries is reflected in a large 
number of gains much like those in Massachusetts. 
Philadelphia has added nearly a quarter of a million 








(246,733) to its population, but in ratio this is only 
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23°57 per cent. On the other hand Pittsburg has 
gained 82,999, or 34°78 per cent; Reading, 20,300, or 
34°61 per cent; Scranton, 26,811, or 85°65 per cent; 
Wilkes Barre, 14,003, or 37°13 per cent; York, 12,861, 
or 61°85 per cent; Allentown, 10,188, or 40°38 per 
cent; Chester, 13,762, or 68°04 per cent; Johnstown: 
14,131, or 64°81 per cent; New Castle, 16,739, or 
144-30 per cent, etc., etc. 

In New York, New York City completely over- 
shadows the rest of the State. Buffalo has enlarged 
its numbers 96,555, or 37°77 per cent; Schenectady 
11,788, or 59°19 per cent; Yonkers 15,898, or 49°63 
per cent; and Utica 12,376, or 28°12 per cent. But 
elsewhere, outside of this city, the growth has been 
rather small, and two of the cities, namely Albany 
and Troy, actually show, according to the Census, a 
slight decrease as compared with ten years ago. If 
the decrease is real and not due to imperfections in 
the method of taking the Oensus, we have seen no- 
where an adequate explanation of it. 

The gain in The Greater New York reaches 37°12 
per cent, and we regard that as the most striking fact 
disclosed by the Census—the fact that in this city, 
where population already was so large, such a heavy 
ratio of increase should have been possible. In 
numbers the increase falls not very much short of a 
full million, the exact figure being 930,611. We 
get a better idea of the magnitude of this gain by 
comparing it with that of some of the other large 
cities. Take that thriving city in the West—Chicago. 
Her people certainly have every reason to feel satisfied 
with her growth. They have not been able to fulfill 
their expectation of a population of 2,000,000. Neverthe- 
less the actual figure of 1,698,575 shows an addition of 
598,725 or 54°44 per cent over the population in 1890. 
And yet large and noteworthy though this gain is, it 
would have to be supplemented by the gains at Boston 
and Philadelphia to make up an amount equal to the 
increment at New York. Of course in speaking of 
New York’s growth we have reference to the area now 
comprised in The Greater New York; in 1890 the old 
city of New York included merely the territory now 
embraced in the boroughs of Manhattan and the 
Bronx. We have adjusted the 1890 figures to make them 
conform to the same basis of territory as at present.

From the foregoing it will be seen that while New 
York in the ten years gained 930,611, Chicago, Phila- 
delphia and Boston together gained 957,873. We are 
aware that in 1890 it was generally assumed that the 
population of Manhattan Island had been understated. 
But making due allowance for that, New York Oity 
still remains distinguished beyond the other Atlantic 
ports (its rivals and neighbors), both in ratio and 
amount of gain. For at Boston it will be observed 
the gain is only 25°07 per cent, at Philadelphia 23°57 
per cent and at Baltimore but 17°15 per cent. These 
comparisons are decidedly interesting in view of the 
charge so frequently made that the trade of New 
York is suffering by reason of railroad rate discrim- 
inations against this point. If such injury has been 


sustained, the figures of population furnish no evi- 
dence of it. 





Bat the story of New York’s prominence does not 
end here. As is well known, not all the people who 
do business in this city live in this State. A good 
many of them reside in New Jersey. Moreover, quitea 
number of manufacturing places are growing up in 
New Jersey by reason of their propinquity to this 
city. The business offices are here, but the factorieg 
are in the neighboring State. Hence the marvelous 
growth revealed by all the cities contiguous to New 
York deserves to be taken into account. In Jersey 
City the increment is not so noteworthy, though 
amounting to 43,430, or 26°64 per cent; but Newark 
shows an addition of 64,240, or 35°33 per cent; Passaic, 
14,749, or 113°21 per cent; Paterson, 26,824, or 34:24 
per cent; Hoboken, 15,716, or 36°01; Elizabeth, 14,366, 
or 38°04 per cent; Bayonne, 13,689, or 71°92 per cent. 

The question is already being asked, anent the 
great gains made by all the large manufacturing 
cities, “How much further is the city to grow at the 
expense of the rural country?” The answer is, just 
so long as the United States continues to advance in 
manufacturing activity and prominence. The social 
philosopher may deplore the tendency of people to 
flock to the cities, but after all an expanding city 
population is the necessary concomitant of industrial 
development. The attractions of the city may be 
potent in drawing population, but people certainly 
would not stay there if they could not find something 
to do. Wage-earners cannot subsist or exist in idle- 
ness. Hence the fact that they remain, to form part 
of the population, is the best evidence that they are 
wanted and needed. Moreover, it is perfectly obvious 
that manufacturing development could not go on 
without the necegsary hands to carry on the processes 
of manufacture. 

This is really the secret of the smaller growth at 
many Western and Southern points. In those sec- 
tions manufacturing has rot yet attained the stage of 
advancement it has in the East; there is consequently 
less need for extra hands, with the result of corre- 
spondingly smaller additions to population. When ex- 
pansion in trade or industries furnishes a call for more 
men, the men are quick to respond, and their families 
of course follow with them. We have an excellent 
illustration in the noteworthy expansion disclosed at 
all the principal Lake ports. Without referring again 
to Chicago, we may say that at Oleveland numbers are 
larger by 120,415, or 46°07 per cent; at Toledo by 
50,388, or 61°88 per cent; at Detroit by 79,828, or 
38°77; at Milwaukee by 80,847, or 39°54 per cent; at 
Duluth by 19,854, or 59°95 per cent, and at Su- 
perior by 19,108, or 159°46 per cent. All this follows 
from the great development of Lake commerce, fur- 
nishing the means for supporting a larger population. 

It would seem also that diversified industrial devel- 
opment is more favorable to growth in population than 
special development. Perhaps the greatest surprise 
is the outcome as regards Birmingham, whivh has 
come into. prominence in connection with the ad- 
vance of the South in iron-making. The city 
authorities had estimated the population at 76,000, 
and the estimate seemed plausible, all things consid- 
ered. The Census enumerators found but 38,415, 
giving an increase of 12,237, or 46°75 per cent, for 
the ten years. 

We have indicated that in the South the additions 
have not been heavy as arule. At Charleston num: 
bers have increased only 852 or 1°65 per cent;

THE RIGHTS OF STATES TO PAY 


BOUNTIES. 

In a case which arose in Michigan, a decision was 
rendered the early part of the present month defining 
anew the powers of States in the matter of paying 
bounties to private enterprises. The decision was 
that of the Michigan Supreme Court, and was wholly 
against the right of the State to apply public moneys 
in that way. All the judges concurred in the opinion. 

In 1897 the Michigan Legislature enacted a law 
providing for a bounty of one cent per pound for 
seven years on all beet sugar produced by factories in 
the State of Michigan. To gain the favor of the farm- 
ers, or to make it appear that the Act was in their 
interest, and to ensure to them some of its benefits, the 
law contained a provision requiring the factories avail- 
ing of the bounties to pay producers of beets at the 
rate of $4 00 per ton for their beets. It appears that 
some bounty payments were made under the law, the 
Michigan Sugar Company, the complainant in the 
present suit, receiving $28,451 for sugar produced in 
1898, but when a further claim for $24,262 was pre- 
sented, the Anditor-General refused to honor it, con- 
tending that no specific appropriation to pay the 
same had been made by the last Legislature (that of 
1899) nor any taxes levied for such bounties. The 
Sugar Company thereupon asked for a mandamus to 
compel that officer to draw his warrant in satisfaction 
of the additional sum. 

Two questions were raised: First, as to whether the 
Legislature had made an appropriation for the pur- 
pose, and, second)Jy, whether the Bounty Act was Oon- 
stitutional, and hence whether money could be paid 
out under it even if it should be found that an appro- 
pristion had been voted. An Act with reference to 
the bounties was passed by the Logislature of 1899,

the necessary warrant of authority to justify him in 
honoring the claim. The Sugar Company, on its 


‘67 | part, argued that while the 1899 law did not in terms 


provide for an appropriation of any moneys to pay 
bounty on sugar, yet that it was the intent of the 
Legislature to provide by the act such bounty, inas- 
much as a committee of the Legislature caused a 
statement to be made showing the different amounts 
necessary to be raised, which statement included an 
estimate of $42,714 for an excess of bounty over the 
tax previously raised; and a further estimate of $50,- 
000 and $150,000 for the years 1899 and 1900, respect- 
ively. It was furthermore contended by the Sugar 
Company that even though the Bounty law be found 
unconstitutional, the company was nevertheless enti- 
tled to have the bounty paid, as the Legislature by 
the Act of 1899 referred to recognized the company’s 
right to the bounties earned. The Court could see 
no merit in this contention. 

Justice Long, who wrote the opinion, eays the taxa- 
tion is for no such public purpose that it can be upheld. 
There is, he urges, no power in the State to author- 
Taxes can be levied 
only for public purposes and to accomplish some 
government end. The Legislature is the mere creat- 
ure of the organic law, deriving all its powers from 
the Constitution. Its limits within that power must 
be admitted to be plenary, except so far as otherwise 
specifically prohibited. It cannot take the property 
of A and give it to B. Nor can it tax it for the ben- 
efit of B. Here is a private corporation, says the 
Court, now calling upon the State for a sum of money 
to aid it in carrying on a private business, most of 
which money, if paid, must come out of the pockets 
of people who are not engaged in the same business 
and who have no interest in it. 

It was claimed by the Sagar Company that the 
bounty was not in the nature of a gift to it, but that 
it would not have engaged in the business except for 
this Act of the Legislature; that in reliance upon the 
Act, it built a plant at large expense, and that it com- 
plied with the provisions requiring it to pay producers 
of beets at the rate of $4 per ton, and that therefore 
the honor and integrity of the State are involved. 
Replying to this argument the Court says: ‘‘So the 
honor and integrity of the State might become in- 
volved under any other Act, however unconstitutional, 
the Legislature may see fit to pass. What may have 
brought about the passage of the Act of 1897 we need 
not discuss, the only question being whether it is 
within the legislative power. We need not point out 
specifically any particular provision of the Constitution 
which it violates. It is void whether it comes within 
any of the express provisions of the Constitution or 
not. It is not a law, but an act which attempts to 
take the property of one citizen and turn it over to 
another; to compel one class to donate a part of its 
property to another. Under the express terms of the 
Constitution, private property cannot be taken for 
private use, even with compensation, without the 
owner’s consent, nor can it be taken for public use 
without just compensation. There is no claim here, 
nor can any be made, that these taxes thus imposed 
under the Act are for any public use, nor could the 
State itself carry on such a business.” Accordingly 
the Bounty Act is declared unconstitutional, and it 18 
adjadged that the intended beneficiaries can set up 
no claim under it. p

United States Debt and Its History. 


The following is a statement of the debt of the United States past and present. To add to its usefulness we give rc 
fences to the laws authorizing each of the issues of bonds outstanding to-day, and likewise, so far as we deem it needful, cita- 
tions from those laws. 

All our figures, except when otherwise noted, represent the status at the close of business June 30 or the beginning of 
business on July 1 of each fiscal year. To conform to that feature and yet furnish information throygh which any reader 
can always have the data for a correct exhibit of the debt situation at any past or future day, and make an accurate com- 
parison with previous years, we present, First, the details as they stood at the close of the last fiscal year ending June 30 
1900; SECOND, the changes in those details since June 30 1900 down to Oct. 1 1900; THIRD, the items of interest-bearing 
debt, &c., at the beginning of each fiscal year since July 1 1876; FourTH, we publish in the CHRONICLE every month—usually 
the first or second Saturday—the full detailed Government statement of the debt as reported by the Treasurer on the last 
day of the previous month ; some months lack of space forces us to delay the publication to a later week. 

With these data at his command, it would seem as if any inquirer could satisfy himself fully with reference to every 
point which might become of importance for him to know respecting the United States debt.

The foregoing shows that the Government debt on June 30 1900 was made up of (1) interest-bearing debt, $1,023, 478,860, of 
(2) debt on which interest has ceased, $1,176,320 26, of (3) debt bearing no interest, $388,761,782 41, making total gross debt, 
-$1,413,416,912 67; subtracting from the total the net cash ‘balance in the Treasury ($305,705,654 78) at the same date (June 
80 1900) we have the net debt as it stood at the close of the last fiscal year, $1,107,711,257 89. To bring down the interest- 
bearing debt to Oct. 1 1900—which, as stated, was $1,023,478,860 on June 30 1900—we must add the $28,125,250 Consols 
of 1980, and deduct the following: from the Loan of 1908-1918 $6,994,400, from the Funded Loan of 1907, $14,179,450, 
from the Refunding Certificates $300, from thé Loan of 1904, $6,950,850 and the remainder of the Funded Loan of 1891, 
$21,979,850 (a net deduction of $21,979,600), to reach the total of the interest-bearing debt Oct. 1, 1900, which was 
$1,001,499,260.

DEBT LIMITATIONS.—Constitutional and statutory limitations 
restricting municipal indebtedness have become quite a feature since 
the crisis of 1873. In the States where these limitations are provisions 
of the Constitution of course debts contracted in excess of such limita- 
tion are absolutely void. In Maine the amendment to the Constitution 
took effect January 2, 1878, andisin the following form and words: 
“ Article XXII. Limitation of Municipal Indebtedness. Nocity ortown

This State has always been extremely conservative, and no bonds were 
issued until after the breaking out of the Civil War. In 1866 New 
Hampshire reported her funded indebtedness at $4,169,818, con- 
tracted exclusively for war purposes. June 1, 1869, the total out- 
standing was $3,213,962 22, against which the Treasurer reported 
an asset of $77,082 89.

DEBT LIMITATIONS,—There appears to be nothing in the Consti- 

tution or in the Statutes of Vermont providing a general limit to the 
debt-making power of municipalities. Whatever in each case the Leg- 
jalature authorizes, the city, town, county or other civil division can 
issue. Of course the purpose of the improvement must be of a public 
character. Railroad subscriptions by towns are authorized by Section 
2760, chapter 132 of the Revised Statutes, the section being aa follows: 
SECTION 2760. Atown may aidin the construction of a railroad or- 
under the general law by issuing bonds to aid such railroad, 
taking copital stock gn, or in such other manner as it directs: 
but the liability so assumed shall not exceed eight times the grand list 
of the town at the time. Such aid shall be given in the way provided 
in this chapter. 
It will be noticed that this section contains a limit to the power 
granted of making subscriptions in aid of railroads—to wit: That the 
subscriptions shall not exceed eight times “the grand list.” Te evolve 
the “ grand list” in Vermont, the authorities first prepare a schedule of 
all the property, real and personal, of each individual, with valuations 
entered at their real value in money, deducting debta owing; after this 
is done “the grand list” is made up by taking one per cent of that 
amount, according to Section 317, Chapter 25, of the Revised Statutes, 
which is as follows: “All taxable property shall be set in the list at one 
* per cent of its value in money on the firat day of April of the year 
“in which the list is made,”

SAVINGS BANKS INVESTMENTS—PRIVILEGES AND RE- 
STRICTIONS.—The provisions of law relating to savings banks are 
found in Chapter 174 of the Vermont statutes, Sections 4066 to 4131 
inclusive, as amended from time to time. The first section having ref- 
erence to investments is Section 4096, which treats of real esiaie 
mortgages. It authorizes the investment of 70 p.c. of the assets in such 
mortgages, one-sixth at least of which “shall be upon real estate in this 
State”—thatis Vermont. A proviso adds that only 50 per cent of the 
assets may be invested in mortgages on realestate outside of Vermont. 
4097 and 4098 relate only to obtaining and paying for in- 
surance. Section 4089 is as foll ows, and has reference to investment 
on personal security.

Section 4107 enacts that savings banks may hold real estate acquired 
on foreclosure or otherwise taken to secure debt, but it must be sold 
within five years, &c.

Sections 20 to 23, which are the final ones of Nee gay 29, have no 
reference to the subject we are discussing and need not be cited. 

As the reader has seen, the foregoing (Section 4, Chapter 29) fixes the 
general debt limitation for cities and towns a/ 3 per cent. 

This general limitation was lowered by a later law. The provision is 
found in Chapter 312, Section 2 of the Laws of 1885, which provision 
reduces the general debt limitation of cities from 3 per cent to 219 per 
eent on the average Valuation for the preceding three years. Worcester, 
Lynn, Gloucester and Brockton are in the same Section exempted from 
the operation of the Section until January 1, 1889—later than 1889 the 
only exemptions we find in the Statutes are special in their purpose, 
mot gemeral. In 1893, however, authority was given for an addition of 
lg per cent, to provide public plas grounds—that is to say, under Chap- 
ter 225, Laws of 1893, any town or city (except Boston) may incur an 
imdebtedness of 4% of the aesessed valuation beyond the limit of in- 
éebiedness for playgrounds 

The temporary loans provision, as it appears above in Section 6 
«Chapter 29), is also changed by Section 4, Chapter 312, by omitting 
“ana of the year next ensuing ;” so that at present cities and towns by 
ordinary vote can incur debts for temporary loans in anticipation of 
the taxes of the year only in which sach debts are incurred. 

Temporary loans (for a term not exceeding one year) in anticipation 
of moneys to be derived from an issue of bonds or other form of indebt- 
edness, daly authorized, are provided for by a statute approved June 
14,1898. The same Act states that the time within which said bonds, 
etc., shall become Gue shall not be extended by reason of said tempor- 
ary ican. 

The foreccing statements cover all the material facts general in their 
application passed with respect to debt limitation. In addition to 
these Gemeral Provisions there are various Special Laws which contain 
ezorpiions to the general law as to debt limitation, which apply to 
Cambridge, Lyun, Newburyport, Waltham, Worcester, &c., &c. 

Boston was ft rmerly subject to a special] statute (Chapter 178 of the 
Laws of 1885) limiting its debt to 2 per cent, but this was repealed by 
Chapter 399 of the Acts of 1900, and that city is now subject to Chap- 
ter 312 of the Laws of 18*5 as above.

MUNICIPAL INDEBTEDNESS LIMITATIONS.—There is nothing 
in the Constitution of Rhode Island limiting the amount of city debts.

the giving of a new note or bond, for a pre-existing debt, or for 
money borrowed and applied to the payment of such pre-existing debt, 
is excepted from the provisions of t is section, and the amount of any 
ginking fund shall be deducted in computing such indebtedness.” 

A proposed new constitution, containing certain limitations as to 
State and other debts, failed of adoption at the November election in 
1898, was again submitted to popular vote in 1899 and again defeated.

ments. Section 54, which recites in detail the stocks, bonds, etc., these 
institutions are allowed to put their money in is as follows: 

ECTION 54. Institutions for savings shall invest their receipts— 

(1) ia ublic stocks or bonds of any State or of the United States, 

(2) Orin n any bank stock, or in notes or bonds of any town or or 

(3) Or in notes of any school district or fire district in any New Eng-

°°) OF they may discount notes, bonds or drafts of individuals or cor- 
porations, with two other responsible endorsers, sureties or guaranto’ 

(6) Or the notes, bonds or draits of individuals or corporations secur 
by the public notes, stocks or bonds of any State of the United States, 
or of any town or city or of any school district or fire. district in any 
New England State, or by the stock or bonds of any ee which 
may be deemed to be safe, or by mortgage on real estate. 

Concerning Sections 55 and 56, the first appears to give savings 
institutions quite extensive powers as to making and keeping deposits 
in commercial banks. When so kept, however, they are to be kept 
“payable on demand whether drawing interest or not.” The two 
sections are subjoined. 

SECTION 55.—No such institution shall have an amount exceedin 
one-half of its receipts invested in notes, bonds or drafts of individuals 
or corporations, unless secured by some public notes, bonds or stocks as 
aforesaid, or by mortgage on estate; but the preceding section shall 
not be so construed as to forbid any such institution from placing and 
holding on deposit in any bank such reasonable amount of their re- 
ceipts as is customary and they may deem proper, payable on demand, 
whether drawing interest or not. 

SECTION 54.—No money shall be loaned by any institution for sav- 
ings to any trustee, director or other officer of such institution. 

For the other provisions of the law as they now are we would refer 
our readers to the Revised Statutes of 1896.

DEBT LIMITATION.—The Constitution of Connecticut contains but 
& single provision restricting the debt-making power. The provision is 
Article 25, adopted as an amendment in 1877, and is as follows: 


No County, City, Town, Borough or other Municipality, shall ever 
subscribe to the capital stock of any railroad co catled, or become the 
purchaser of the bonds, or make donation to, or loan its credit in aid of, 
oar such corporation; but nothing herein contained shall affect the 
validity of any bonds or debts incurred under existing laws, nor be con- 
strued to prohibit the General Assembly from authorizing any Town 
or City to protect by additional a propiations of money or credit any 
railroad debt contracted prior to the adovtion of this amendment. 


The foregoing is explicit and comprehensive, covering every munici- 
pality. There are no general restrictions in the Revised Statutes; 
whatever restrictions have been made from time to time are contained 
in enabling acts and in city charters. 

As to towns, we notice that there is a general law granting them un- 
limited power to issue bonds. According to section 140, chapter 23 of 
the Revised Statutes, “ when any town shall have made appropriations 
“or incurred debts, or shall hereafter make appropriations or incar 
“* debts exceeding ten thousand dollars, it may issue bonds, either regis- 
“ tered or with coupons attached, or other obligations, payable at such 
“‘ times and at such annual rate of interest not exceeding 6 per cent, 
“ payable annually or semi-annually, as it shall determine,” &c. Cities 
have had no such general authority conferred upon them. 

Exemption from Taxation nas been accorded by general statute to 
certain bonds issued by cities and towns to aid in the construction of 
railroads; and this exemption has been extended to new bonds issued 
tor the purpose of redeeming or providing a fund to redeem the railroad 
aid bonds above referred to. This exemption is found in Section 3,820, 
Chapter 241 of the Revised Statutes (last clause of Section), and the 
Sonds there named are those “issued by any town or city in aid of the 
‘a construction of the railroads of the Connecticut Western Railroad 

r Company, the New Haven Middletown & Willimantic Railroad Com- 
ye pany, the Shepaug Valley Railroad Company, the Connecticut Valley 
je Railroad Co.. the Connecticut Central Railroad Company, or either of 
them.” All railroads which are in whole or in partin the State are 
taxed by the State under Section 3920, Chapter 244 of the Revised 
Statutes, so that the tax on these bonds is paid by the railroads,

SAVINGS BANKS INVESTMENTS—PRIVILEGES AND RE- 
STRICTIONS.—At the session in 1899 material changes were made in 
the provisions regulating the investment of the deposits of the savings 
banks of Connecticut. We give below the law as thus amend- 
ed. The Act of 1899 is entitled “An .Act concerning Invest- 
ments of Savings Banks”, and is as follows. The separation into para~ 
graphs and the figures in brackets which number and begin the para- 
graphs we have inserted so that those who need to refer to or use any 
particular portion of the section can more readily find the part de. 
sired; otherwise we give the section as it reads and was passed. 

Section 1800 of the General Statutes, as ded ry hapt 
OCXXIX of the Public Acts of 1893 and by chapter CCXVII of the 
Public Acts of 1897 is hereby amended to read as follows: Savings 
banks may invest— 

(1) Notexceeding twenty per centum of their deposits and surplus 
in notes secured by the pledge of stocks or bonds as collateral se- 
curity: provided, said stocks or bonds shall have paid dividends or 
interest of not less than three per centum per annum during the two 
years next preceding that in which tbe respective loan is made; or 
by the pledge of any stocks, bonds, or other obligations which, under 
the provisions of this act, can be purchased by savings banks; and 
may invest not exceeding twenty per centrum of their deposits and 
surplus in notes, each of which shall be the joint and several obliga- 
tion of two or more parties, all residents of this State. 

(2) And may invest in the bonds of the United States, the District of 
Columbia, any of the New England States, or any of the States of New 
York, New ersey, Pennsylvania, Delaware, Maryland, Ohio, Ken- 
tucky, Michigan, Indiana, Illinois, Iowa, Wisconsin, Minnesota, Mis- 
souri, Nebraska, Kansas, Galifornia, Colorado, and O D; 

(3) In the bonds of any city in the New Engiand States, or in the 
State of New York; of Newark, Paterson and ntouin the State of 
New Jersey; of Philadelphia in the State of Pennsylvania; of Cincin- 
nati, Cleveland, Columbus, Dayton, and Toledo in the State of Ohio; 
of Louisville in the State of Kentucky; of Detroit in the State of Mich- 
igan; of Chicago in the State of Illinois; of Milwaukee in the State of 
Wisconsin: of St. Louis in the State of Missouri; of Omaha in the 
State of Nebraska ; :

entire capital stock outstanding; and provided, further, that said 
outstanding capital stock at the time of such investment equals or 
exceeds in ameunt one-third of the entire outstanding issue of said 
bonds; also in the bonds of the following-named railroad corpora- 
tions, viz:

The subjoined sections, 1803, 1804, 1805 and 1806, provide certain 
restrictions with reference to loans—section 1803 restricting loans on 
Mortgage Security to Manufacturing Corporations and Ecclesiastical 
Societies; section 1804 restricting amount of loans to one party on 
personal security ; section 1805 forbidding loans on single names.

ness, and in addition thereto regularly and punctually to have paid 
dividends upon all its outstanding capital atock during the preceding 
five years, at the rate of not less than four per centum per annum; 
and rovided, further, that at the date of every such dividend the out- 
standing capital stock of such railroad corporation, or such connectin 
railroad company respectively shali have been equal to at least one-h 
of the total morteage indebtedness of such road corporations re- 
spectively. including all bonds iasued or to be issued under any mort 
gaxe securing any bond in which such investment shall be made.

TAX EXEMPTION.—The State of New Jersey passed in 1993 
@ general statute which exempts from taxation the bonds, securi- 
ties and other evidences of indebtedness of municipal corpora- 
tions; the provision covers not ouly the bonds, etc., to be hereafter 
issued, but those as well that have been heretofore issued. It is a 
sweeping statute, and one which is of decided interest to the holders of 
the municipal securities of the State. The full text of it may be found 
in the STATE AND CITY SUPPLEMENT for October, 1898, page 58.

SAVINGS BANKS’ INVESTMENTS—POWERS AND RESTRIC- 
TIONS.—The last general savings bank law of New Jersey was 
passed in 1876. Sincethen the legislative tendency in the matter of 
investments has been in the direction of allowing the management of 
these institutions a wider choice and a larger discretion. In 1878 the 
limits of the 1876 law were broadened in several particulars by anew 
act of two sections, the first taking the place of section 26 of the act of 
1876. In 1886stiil another law was passed in place of the first section 
of the law of 1878. Againin 1889 an act was passed extending ma- 
terially the provisions of section two of the law of 1878, which coy- 
ered the same subject matter contained in section 29 of the originallaw 
of 1876, and thereby section 26 of the law of 1876 was superseded by 
the law of 1886, and section 29 was superseded by the law of 1889. In 
1896 a supplement approved March 30, 1896 (Chapter 139, laws of 
1896) to the law of 1876, making school district bonds an authorized 
investment, went into effect. In 1897 an act was passed (approved 
April 9) authorizing investments in bonds issued by commissioners 
appointed by the Supreme Court of the State. In 1899 a further 
supplement extending the permissible line of municipal investments 
so as to include the bonds of townships and boroughs was approved 
March 24. An attempt to add such securities to the list was made in 
18938, but the measure then failed to receive the approval of the Gov- 
ernor. The 1899 law is as follows: 

SECTION 1. It shall be lawful for any savings bank in this State to 
invest its funds in the bonds of any city, county, town or township of 
this State issued pursuant to the authority of any law of this State, or 
in the bonds of any borough or or school district of this State 
issued pursuant to the authority of any law of this State; 
such borough, village or school district shall not, within the ten 
years next preceding, have defaulted in the payment of avy part of 
either principal or interest of any legal debt or obligation thereof; and 

Surther, that the total indebtedness of any such borough or 
village does not exceed ten per centum of its assessed valuation, and 
such school district bonds are by Jaw charged upon all the property. ot 
the inhabitants of such district, or in any interest-bearing obligation 
(other than obligations commonly known as improvement certificates) 
issued by the city, county, town, township, borough or village in 
which such bank or institution is situated. 

The following is the law of 1897 (approved April 9, 1897): 

“Sec. 1. It shall be lawfal for any bank, trust company, savings bank 
or ae institution * * * incorporated under the laws of this 
State, to invest moneys belonging to or deposited with any such com- 

anies in any bonds authorized by the laws of this State to be issued 
at any commi-sion a inted by the Supreme Court of this State by 

rtue of any law of this State.” 

We omit the law of 1896 with reference to school district bonds 
because its provisions are included in the laws of 1899, quoted above. 

Next we give the leading provisions of the general law as to invest 


ments. 

SECTION 1. That the first section of the act of which this is a supple 
ment be and the same is hereby amended so as to read as follows:

The authorization was given by 
Section 2 of an act approved February 22, 1888. Subsequently (April 
27, 1888,) this Section 2 was repealed. On March 27, 1889, however, 
it was again re-enacted. The section is as follows: 
SECTION 2. That it shall be lawful for any savings bank in this State 
to invest its funds in first mortgage bonds of any railroad company 
which has paid dividends of not less than four per centum er annum 
regularly, on their entire capital stock, for a period of not !sss than 
five years next previous to the purchase of such bonds, or in any con- 
solidated mortgage bonds of any such company authorized to be issued 
to retire the entire bonded debt of such company.

The last act of the Pennsylvania Legislature authorizing a public 
loan was the act of June 8, 1881, when a thirty-year loan was effected 
to fund existing indebtedness at a léwer rate of interest. 

The earliest date at which the last of the existing indebtedness of 
Pennsylvania will mature is February 1, 1912, and under existing ar- 
Tangements the accumulations in the sinking fund will at that time 
pay the total Seate indebtedness. : 

(2) County and Municipal Indebtedness.—Under the laws of 
Pennsylvania the power to create county loans is in the Board of 
County Commisdioners, which consists in each county of three persons, 
elected tri-ennially under the minority system of voting, by which 
the minority party in each County usually has one member of the Board.

SAVINGS BANKS INVESTMENTS—-POWERS AND RESTRIC- 
TIONS.—Philadelphia is, we believe, entitled to the distinction 
of starting the first savings institution in the United States. The 
name this association bore was the “ Philadelphia Savings Fung 
Society,” and it still exists, bearing the same name. Originally the 
bank was not incorporated, but was a voluntary organization, such 
societies in Great Britain being at that time of a like character. The 
date of the organization was November 27, 1816, and the bank was 
opened for business December 2,1816. Mr. Hutchinson, who, now 
holds the office of President, states that the oldest ledger of the company 
goes back to the time of opening, and shows a deposit on that day 
December 2, 1816) of five dollars. The company was not incor- 
porated until February 25, 1819. 

It is surprising that Pennsylvania, although engaged in such an early 
venture in the department of savings institutions, should have made 
so little progress in the same department since. Indeed, the second 
organization does not bear date until 1847, and we think there had 
only been 10 mutual savings institutions organized in the whole State 
from 1816 down to the early part of 1890. We may assume, however 
that this slow development was in no measure due to a lack of desire 
for savings banks on the part of the people of that common 
wealth. That such institutions were sought and needed is 
sufficiently evident from the fact that nine of the ten companies re- 
ferred to above reported in 1890 that they held $63.957,341 of 
deposits. In 1889 a general law, facilitating the incorporation of say 
ings banks, was passed by the Legislature. Since then there has been 
@ small addition to the number of institutions, the total doing business 
in the State on Nov. 29, 1899, being 16, with deposits aggregating 
$99,261,413. 

The provisions of the special charters are all liberal as to invest- 
ments. A law passed in 1885, and a supplement of the same passed 
in 1889, authorizing the extension for twenty years of special char- 
ters, contains the following. 

“Provided also, that no * * * Savings Institution or Savings 
Bank a no "capital stock, renewing or extending its charter, 
corporate rights and franchises, under the provision: of this act, 
thereafter be allowed the — of a bank of discount, nor be 
allowed to loan any mone on deposit, EXCEPT first mort; 
or lien upon real estate ‘nt tk this commonwealth, upon the bonds or

Authority to a on any “‘ good and valid security "appears to con- 
fer about as broad a discretion upon the managers as could be 
expressed in a statute. 

It was not until 1889,as already stated, that a general law facili: 
tating the organization of savings institutions was passed. That 
law of 1889 is indeed well adapted not only for facilitating, but for 
stimulating, the growth of the system. Its influence in the latter 
direction would seem to be assured under the liberality of the 
provisions respecting investments. The following 1s section 17, which 
contains the investment limitations; we would especially direct 
attention to subdivision four of this section: 

SECTION 17.—It shall be lawful for the trustees of any savings bank 
to invest money deposited therein only as follows:

It will be noted that according to the foregoing (sub-division 
four), Pennsylvania savings banks are allowed to invest their 
deposits in the bonds and stocks of any city, county town or village in 
any of the United States. Furthermore, by the fifth subdivision bonds 
and mortgages are left to the discretion of the trustees in all purchases, 
except that they must be first mortgages on improved real estate ip 
Pennsylvania. The next section (18) relates to the temporary deposit 
of funds in banks and trust companies. It makes it lawful to deposit 
temporarily in banks or trust companies the excees of current daily 
receipts over the payments until such time as the same can be judie- 
lously invested in the securities named above.

DEBT LIMITATION.—There is nothing in the Constitution of 
Maryland limiting the power of the Legislature to authorize bond issues 
either by the State or by its municipalities. No general limit for cities 
and towns has been fixed by the Legislature, nor is there any general 
authorization to be found in the statutes under which cities and towns 
can issue bonds. This power is lodged in the Legislature, and is dele- 
gated to the municipalities from time to time for specific purposes as 
the occasion may arise. It is necessary, therefore, for the investor to 
study the law in each case on this as well as on other points affecting 
the loan with respect to which he may need information.

‘ Directors may deem sufficient; provided that no part of the funds of 

said corporation shall be loaned to an officer or director thereof.” 

We cannot disvover any murked difference in the two provisions 
cited, except that the enactment in the case of the new Baltimore bank 
States distinctly that the security van be either real or personal. But as 
much as that would, we think, be assumed as authorized under the gen- 
eral provision, since nv limit is made and loaning on bond and mortgage 
is always a legitimate part of the business of savings banks,

DEBT LIMITATION.—Ohio has very carefully guarded the debt- 
making power of the State. This could not be said while the Constitu- 
tion of 1802 was in force; for under that instrument it was competent 
for the Legislature to construct works of internal improvement on 
behalf of the State, or to aid in their construction by subscribing to the 
capital stock of corporations created for that purpose, or to authorize 





in other ways the creation of debt in unlimited amounts. But since the 





adoption of the Constitution of 1851 the whole situation in these par 
ticulars has changed, the legislative power with respect to the State 
having been limited. The sameis in large measure true also of the 
municipalities. 

FIRST, As to the State’s power lo contract debt, this is regulated under 
the first five sections of article 8 of the Constitution. Section 1 limits the 
power to the supply of “ casual deficits in revenues or to meet expenses 
not otherwise provided for,” but in the aggregate debts for even the 
purposes named cannot exceed $750,000. Section 2 contains an excep- 
tion to the foregoing; it grants the power to contract debt in case of in- 
vasion, of insurrection, of war or of the redemption of the then existing 
indebtedness. Section 3 reaffirms the limit, except as above specified. 
Section 4 forbids the loaning of the State credit. Section 5 further forbids 
the assumption of debts by States. We insert these five sections in full. 

SECTION 1. [ Debt limited to seven hundred and jJifty thousand dol: 4 
The State BE eee debts to supply casual deficits or aut 
revenues or meet expenses not otherwise provided for; but the 
aggregate amount of such debts direct and contingent whether 
contracted by virtue of one or more acts of the General Assembly, or at

[Additional and for what purpose.} In additi 
above limited power the State may coutelte aouel to repel trea 
ss insurrection, defend the State in war, or to redeem the presen 
outstanding indebtedness of the State; but the money arising from the 
contracting of such debts shall be os pee to the purpose for which it 
was raised, or to re-pay such debts, and tono other purpose whatever;

edness of the State shall be so contracted as to be payable by the 
sinking fund hereinafter provided for as the same shall accumulate.

The foregoing sections complete the limitation as to State debt and 
crecit. Sections 7, 8, 9, 10 and 11 of Article 8 cover the matter of sink- 
ing funds referred to in Section 2 above. But they need not be published 
here. 

SEOOND, As lo Cities, Towns, Counties, éc., so far as the Constitution 
affects the power of the Legislature to authorize these municipali- 
ties to create debt, the limitations are found in section 6 of article 
8 and in sections 1, 2 and 6 of article 13. (1) Section 6 of 
article 8 forbids the General Assembly to authorize cities, 
&c., to become stockholders in or to raise money or loan 
credit to aid corporations, &c. (2) Sections 1 and 2 of article 13 forbid 
the passing of special acts and require general acts for conferring cor- 
porate powers. (3) Section 6 of article 13 provides that the General 
Assembly make provision for the organization of cities, &o., by general 
1aws and restrict their debt-making power. These sections are as follows:

One at first sight would infer from section 6 article 8 above cited that 
cities could not subscribe to the stock of or loan money to railroads, as 
railroads are corporations and joint-stock companies. That, however, 
is not a correct conclusion, as was decided in the case of Walker os. The 
City of Cincinnati, a case which arose under an act of the General 
Assembly of Ohio entitled “ An Act relating to cities of the first class,"’ 
authorizing any such city to construct a line of railroad therefrom to 
any other terminus in that State or in any other State. In 
pursuance of the authority that act purports to give, Cincinnati 
undertook to build the Cincinnati Southern Railroad. To test the legal- 
ity of that proceeding this action was brought. The Court’s opinion is 
very full and explicit, the conclusion being that from “the language 
“ of the section itis quite evident that it was nol intended to prohidi; 
“‘the construction of railroads nor indeed to prohibit any species of 
“public improvements. The section contains no direct reference to 
“railroads nor to any other special classes of improvements or enter- 
“prises. The inhibitions are directed only against a particular manner 
“or means by which under the Constitution of 1802 many public im™ 
** provements had been accomplished.” 

In compliance with section 6, article 13 (cited above), which provides 
for the organization of cities etc. by general law, the Legislature has 
made an elaborate classification of municipal corporations. First they 
are divided into cities, villages and hamlets. Then cities are divided 
into two classes, the first class being subdivided into three grades and 
the second class being subdivided into four grades, the grade being 
determined by popalation according to the last Federal Census. 

Cities in the First CLass—First grade includes all cities of more than 
200,000 inhabitants; second grade all less than 200,000 and more than 
90,000 inhabitants; third grade all less than 90,000 and more than 31,- 
500 inhabitants. 

Cities in the Smconp CLass—First grade includes all cities of less than 
31,500 and more than 30,500 inhabitants; second grade all less than 
30,500 and more than 20,000 inhabitants; third grade all less than 
20,000 and more than 10,000 inhabitants; fourth grade all less than 
10,000 and more than 5,000 inhabitants.

It is impossible to make any satisfactory generalization with regard 
te the bonding power the Legislature has granted these municipalities. 
There are a few sections of the Revised Statutes authorizing bond 
issues which have a universal application, such as the provision 
granting power to issue bends in anticipation of special assessments, 
but most vf the laws for that purpose cover only one class of cities, and 
many of them are so worded as to apply only to one city, and granting 
an issue of bonds for a specific purpose. No general laws limiting the 
powers of municipalities te incur indebtedness have been passed, al- 
though section 6, article 13, appears to require it. And yet is it nota 
question whether that section calls for any legislation of a general 
nature except a general law “for the organization of cities, &c.”

DEBT LIMITATION.—I» the present Constitution of Indiana, which 
went into effect November 1, 1851, superseding the Constitution adopted 
in 1816, there are explicit provisions limiting the power of both the 
State and ite municipalities to contract debt. 

FIRST, as to the State, Section 5 of article 10 provides that no debt 
except to meet casual deficits in revenue, to pay interest, to repel inva- 
sion &¢. can be contracted. The section in full is subjoined. 


CREATION OF DEBT FoRBIDDEN.—No law shal) authorize any debt to be 
contracted on of the State except in the followi vray

The ciause referred to reads as follows. 

Nor shall the General Assembly ever on behalf of the State assume 
toe debe ot any county, _ + & or township, nor of any corporation 





SECOND, as to municipalities, the provision contained in the 
Constitution seems to be equally clear and emphatic, and, as will be 
found, fixes the limit at 2 per cent of the valuation. It is article 13 of 
that instrument which relates to this subject, and we give the article in 
full below. 

LIMITED — Excess Vorp.—No_ political or municipal corporation 
in this State shall ever become indebted in any manner or for any pur 
pose to an amount in the aggregate exceeding two per centum on the 
valuation of the taxable property within such corporation, to be ascer- 
tained by the last assessment for State and County taxes previous to 
the incurring of such indebtedness; and all bonds or obll gations in 
excess of such amount given <> such corporation shall be eld; Pro- 
vided, That in time of war,’ foreign invasion, or other great Public 
calamity, 0 ors ofa eajority ot of the property owners in num 
and value, the limits of such corporation, e public authorities, 
in their discretion may incur obligations necessary for the public pro- 
tection and defense to such an amount as may be requested in such 
petition. 

It should be said in connection with the above that several laws 
have been enacted since the foregoing constitutional limit was adopted 

(March 14 1881), and bonds have been issued by counties thereunder 
beyond the 2 per cent limit, for the construction of “free gravel, stone 
or other macadamized roads.” Several such laws were passed at the 
1899 session of the Legislature. But in the case of Strieb vs. Cox, 
Treas., 111 Ind., the Supreme Court of Indiana held that gravel road 
bonds are not properly indebtedness of the county—hence do not come 
within the inhibition of Section 13 of the Constitution. (See editorial 
in STATE AND CITY SUPPLEMENT for October, 1899, page 3.) 

THIRD, counties (but no other kind*of municipality) are prohibited 
from subscribing for any stock in a corporation unless paid for at time- 
of such subscription. The section which covers this subject is section ¢ 
of article 10, and is as follows. 

Counties cannot take stock. No county nah subscribe for stock in 
any incorporated company unless the same id for at the time of 
such subscription; nor shall any county Pax its credit to any me _— 
porated company, nor borrow money for the purpose of taki 
any such company; nor shall the General Assembly ever on shalt - 
the State assume the debts of any county, city, town or township, nor of 
any corporation whatever. 

The prohibition which this section contains applies, as already stated 
only to counties. Consequently the Legislature was at liberty to auther- 
ize cities to subscribe to the stock of railroads, as it did by a genera) 
law passed in 1867 granting the power to subscribe to the stock of any 
railroad running into or through any city or near ite corporate limite 
Other laws of a somewhat similar character have been passed at other 
dates. We notice one law too which authorizes counties bordering on 
the State line to subscribe for railroad stock and to issue bonds for the 
purpose of paying the subscription. In view of the above section 
this grant of power extended to counties would seem to be at least 
questionable. 

COUNTIES are apparently restricted by statute to a lower than the 
Constitutional limit of 2 per cent in the matter of creating certain kinds 
of debt. For instance, Section 5749 of the Revised Statutes authorises 
any county to issue bonds when necessary to construct, complete or 
repair court house, jail or other county buildings, or to fund existing 
debt; in those cases county commissioners may borrow for that pur 
pose not exceeding 1 per cent on assessed valuation and issue bonds. 
therefor. 

Limit of one per cent may be exceeded in counties for funding par- 
poses in certain cases where the aggregate indebtedness in 1879 
exceeded one per cent (see Revised Statutes, Section 816); also for 
temporary loans (see Revised Statutes, Section 5818). 

Also (if the laws that have been passed are constitutional), the limit 
of 2per centmay be exceeded forthe purpose of making gravel roade 
(see above), the Supreme Court having decided that gravel road bonds 
are not properly an indebtedness of the county. 

In addition to the foregoing, general statutes have been passed by the 
Legislature granting general powers to cities and towns of fifteen 
thousand inhabitants or over to issue bonds for legitimate corporate 
purposes, subject, however, to the Constitutional limit of 2 per cent on 
valuation. But we have not the space to set out here the details, or the 
details of the other legislation applicable to cities of larger and smaller 
population, and covering specific purposes, such as water works, &.

Under a law passed Feb. 25, 1898, there will be a general assessment 
of realestate but once in every four years instead of annually; per- 
sonal property will be listed every year. The law also provides that 
property shall be appraised at full value but assessed at only one- 
fifth of such value, 


DEBT LIMITATION.—No State has developed a greater repugnance 
to the creating of debt than Illinois, if we may judge from the provisions 
of its present Constitution. Wesay developed, because this antagonism 
has apparently been progressive. Nothing of it is to be found in the 
Constitution of 1818. The Constitution of 1848 contains no reference 
to municipalities, but has in it stringent restrictions limiting to $50,000 
the power of the Legislature to create State debt, except in case of war 
invasion, etc., unless the law proposing the issue of bonds is submitted 
to a vote of the people. But turning to the Constitution of 1870 we find 
the whole subject of debt-making most thoroughly considered and its 
basis settled. 

FIRST, as to the State, the provisions are not very unlike the provis- 
ions of the Constitution of 1848, except that as to the limit for casual de- 
ficits and failures of revenue, the aggregate which can be created is very 
properly raised to $250,000. But with that exception and with the 
further exception for the purpose of repelling invasion etc. no debt 
can be contracted unless the law is submitted to a vote of the people at 
a general election, which law must contain a provision for the payment 
of interest as it accrues, and previous notice of the election be given by 
publication for three months prior to such election. These last two 
restrictions as to interest and notice of election are only found in the 
1870 Constitution. The sections which cover these matters are as fol- 
lows; we omit the first portion of Section 18, which relates only to 
appropriations and payment of appropriations out of funds belonging 
to the State: 

Section 18. * * * * * Provided, the State may, to meet casual 
deficits or failures in revenues, contract debts never to exceed in the ag- 
gregate $250,000, and manors thus borrowed shall be applied to the 
purpose for which they were obtained, or to pay the deht thus crea’ 
and to no other purpose; and no other debt except for the vylew

Sxcrion 20. The State shall never pay, assume or become responsible 
for the debts or liabilities of, or in any manner give, loan, or extend 
its credit to or in aid of any public or other corporation, association or 
individual. 

Nothing needs to be added in explanation of the foregoing. The pro- 
visions seem to be explicit and to guard most wisely the creation of 
State debt. 

SECOND, is regulated only in the Constitution 
of 1870. Inthat instrument the subject is dealt with in all its phases First 
isa provision in Article 8, Section 3,forbidding the General Assembly and 
every municipality from making any appropriation in aid of any sec- 
tarian purpose. Second is a “separate section” forbidding any such

“to overfiow into improvement districts.” This statute provides that 
any such city or village or part thereof may be laid off into an improve- 
ment district for the purpose of draining, raising the grade of the streets 
and improving the district; that after the cost for the work has been 
ascertained and been assessed, the assessment may be paid in instal- 
ments or otherwise and such city or village may issue bonds sufficient 
to pay the assessment. Im that case the bonds are a lien 
on the lots, blocks or parts thereef which shall be designated 
therein; but before the issue the owner of the lots, etc., to be 
charged must endorse upon the back of such bond his consent, 
under seal, in substance as follows: “I hereby indorse the within bond 
“anc consent that the lot or lots or parts thereof therein designated 
“ghall become liable for the interest and principal therein namea and 
“the same shall be a lien upon said property from this date until paid 
“off and discharged.” The bond when executed by the city or village 
and so endorsed by the owner shall be recorded in the recorder’s office 
in the county, and sych record shall be a notice of the lien created to the 
same extent as the record of mortgages is a notice. 

We have room to give only this very brief and imperfect outline of this 
statute. The whole law will be found in the Revised Statutes of Illinois, 
the 1889 edition, page 303. To understand the real cause and occasion 
for all this machinery, one should study also the previous statute (page 
99, &c.) which authorizes cities, &c., to protect themselves from over- 
flow and inundation and control private levees, &c. After having read 
the two laws it will be found that the district improvement bond has 
been devised as a relief measure, and that it affords a wise and ingenious 
method for helping those in more moderate circumstances who have 
been taxed for a very necessary improvement to pay the tax by instal- 
mente.

HISTORY OF DEBT.—The historical details of Michigan’s State 
debt will be found in the STATE AND CITY SUPPLEMENT of April, 1894, 
page 98. In 1864 the State Treasurer reported the funded debt at 
$3,880,399, and $1,450,472 additional “ Trust fund debt.” The bonded 
debt July 1, 1900, consisted of $500,000 war loan bonds of 1898. The 
$19,000 of ‘“‘past-due part-paid $5,000,000 loan bonds” which were ad- 
jJustable at $578°57 per $1,000, amounting to $10,992°83, have never 
been presented for payment and bear no interest. These latter bonds 
not having been presented for payment prior to May 31, 1900, were 
forfeited to the State as per notice given to the holdere at that time 
The “Trust fund debt” on July 1, 1900, amounted to $6,273,144 94. 
The ainking fund applicable to the retirement of the war bonds on 
July 1, 1900, amounted to $248,871 48.

DEBT LIMITATION. — Michigan, as noted in our history of 
the State's debt, started its career as a State in January 1837, when the 
whole land was buoyant over its inflated enterprises carried on at public 
expense. So to be abreast with the times, instead of putting any limit 
on the power of the State to create debt, it put into its Constitution a 
notice to the Legislature to go to work at once and make provision for 
“ascertaining the proper ohjects of improvement in relation to roads, 
“canals and navigable waters,” that the money might be raised and 
these improvements might be prosecuted with as little delay as possible. 

That was the spirit which ruled and the condition which prevailed in 
1837. In 1850 Michigan made and adopted another Constitution. Dur- 
ing the years which intervened the people had gained a wide experience 
and had evidently profited by it. Hence we find them at the latter date © 
showing a purpose to make an instrument in its financial features about 
as dissimilar from the one it was to supplant as it could well be. Nothing 
will iustrate this change in spirit and purpose more clearly than the 
following limitations respecting the creation of State indebtedness 
which were inserted.

DEBT LIMITATION,.—Iowa’s Constitution restricts the creating of 
debt, both State debt and municipal debt. 

FIRST, as to State dedt, the limitation made is not absolute, for it 
permits other debt if authorized by some law for some single specified 
work. But this permission is very safely guarded—(1) the law must 
provide for the collection of a direct annual tax sufficient to pay the 
interest regularly and discharge the debt in twenty years; and (2) the 
law cannot take effect until it has been submitted to the people at a 
general election, and has received a majority of the votes cast. All the

HISTORY OF DEBT.—When Kansas was admitted into the Union 
as a State (in 1861) it had a bonded debt of $150,000. The Constitution 
of 1859 limited the debt-making power to one million dollars (with 
certain restrictions and exceptions), as more fully described below. In 
1866 the bonded debt was $630,775, of which the State owned $28,650. 
In 1878 the total bonded debt was $1,181,975, of which the State 
owned $713,600. The bonded debt Sept. 1, 1900, was $583,000, all 
held by State funds. At present the debt is:

DEBT LIMITATION,— Kansas has by its Constitution given the 
State power to contract public debts for the purpose of defraying extra- 
ordinary expenses and making public improvements in an amount not 
to exceed $1,000,000. This limit, however, has two exceptions. First, 
the next section provides that it may be exceeded if the proposed law 
for creating such debt shall be submitted to a vote of the electors, and if 
the proposed law be ratified by a majority of the votes cast. Second, 
the section following provides that the State may borrow money to 
repel invasion, &c.

MUNICIPAL indebtedness is not restricted by the Constitution at all. 
The only provision for the regulation of such matters contained in that 
instrument is the following, requiring the Legislature to make general 
laws and restricting the power to make debt in the case of cities, towns 
and villages. 

Cities. Provision shall be made by general law for the organization of 
cities, towns and villages; and their yorer, of taxation, peneseenees, 
borrowing money, contracting debts and loaning their credit, shall be 
80 restric as to prevent the abuse of such power. 

Under the foregoing the legislation of Kansas has become so exten- 
sive that our limited space here does not admit of even a brief digest. 
The reader will, however, find the ground very fully covered in a series 
of articles which were published in the CHRONICLE, Vol. 53, pages 854 
and 942, and Vol. 54, pages 42 and 128.

HISTORY OF DEBT.—The details of Georgia’s early history in 
debt-making will be found in the STATE AND CITY SUPPLEMENT 
for April, 1893, pages 165 and 166. The debt of the State is 
now being steadily reduced, $100,000 being devoted each year 
to that purpose. Moreover the State Constitution adopted in 
December, 1877, provides against the creation of any bonded 
debt “except to repel invasion, suppress imsurrection, or defend the 
State in time of war,” $200,000 being made the limit for floating in- 
debtedness which may be temporarily incurred in case of deficiency in 


the revenues.

THE FINANCIAL SITUATION. 


Some new features relating to the gold-import 
movement have become apparent this week. A con- 
spicuous incident is that New York is to receive the 
first shipment of gold from South Africa since the 
breaking: out of the Boer War shut up its mines. We 
stated a week ago in this article that the National 
City Bank bad on the previous day (Friday, October 
12) obtained a consignment of that metal, but that 
the officers declined to tell us what the amount of it 
was, whether it was in bars or coin, and even the 
source of the consignment. It now appears that ouran. 
nouncement covered this shipment from South Africa; 
that it was to the City Bank, and amounted 
to $2,600,000. This transaction has an interest not 
only because it is the first contribution in a renewed 
movement from that country of the world’s gold sup 
ply, but because it is the first direct shipment of gold 
from Africa ever made to the United States. There 
is nothing otherwise remarkable about the consign- 
ment ; that is to say, no more than there is in the di- 
rect shipments of gold to this country from Australia, 
which have in recent years been a conspicuous feature. 
The metal would have gone to Great Britain, but was 
diverted from London so as to be used in response to a 
call from the United States instead of drawing gold 
from the Bank of England to meet the demand. 





The Government statement of the foreign trade 
published this week and brought down another month 
so as to cover September is highly interesting in con- 
nection with the gold-import movement. It seems 
that the merchandise exports in the latest month 
reported have continued to show growth. The total 
reached that month $115,634,210; that is about 6 
million dollars larger than the corresponding month 
in 1899 and a much greater excess over any pre- 
vious September in our record. As the merchan- 
dise imports were smaller than they were a year 
ago, the excess in exports over imports reached 
$56,071,341, against $39,174,712. It may be assumed 
by some that these abnormal exports and large net 
excess in exports were due to the high price of raw 
cotton. That is true merely in small part, for the 
exports of cotton had not begun in September on a 
large scale and their total value was only to a moder- 
ate extent (about 3 million dollars) in excess of the 
value of the same item last year. 

Bat the most remarkable features last month’s trade 
exhibit discloses are brought out when the previous 
months for the year are added. This is equally true 
whether we group the last three months, which make 
up the first quarter of the current fiscal year, or the 
last nine months, which include the first three quar- 








ters of the current calendar year. I: deed, to obtain 
full knowledge of the real situation of the favorable 
character of the country’s trade balance to-day with 
the outside world, one should start with the corre- 
sponding facts existing before the current year began. 
for that purpose, study for a moment the trade re- 
sults for the three previous calendar years, including 
the whole trade—that is, not only the merchandise 
movement, but the gold and silver as well. Taken in 
this way, it will be found that according to the book 
accounts there was due this country for the year 
ending December 31 1897 an unpaid balance of $3832,- 
946,395; for the year ending December 31 1898 the 
similar unsettled balance was $503,278,544, and for 
the year ending December 31 1899 the similar balance 
was $492,476,167. Now, according to the latest re- 
port, issued the current week, it appears that for the 
additional nine months ending with September 30 
1900 the unsettled balance made up in the same way 
reaches the further and (considering it is only three- 
quarters of a year) unprecedented sum of $441,- 
045,465. 

It will not do either to even stop the account at that 
point. The excess in exports is still accumulating; 
and, if we may judge from the latest figures we have, 
—those for September—it is accumulating with in- 
creasing rapidity. In fact, with October we have en- 
tered upon the first only of a series of at least four 
months which always are conspicuous among the 
twelve as showing the largest average exports. Under 
such conditions as are disclosed by the foregoing 
facts no movement could be more natural than, with 
the appearance of any urgent need for money in 
New York, that the flow of gold should develop a 
decided tendency towards the United States. We have 
too in current events a measure of the strength of this 
tendency. European financial centres had put hin- 
drances in the way of its free action to prevent the 
depletion of their stocks of gold; but the tendency 
was too strong to be restrained by such measures. The 
gold came notwithstanding the hindrances—in drib- 
lets to be sure and largely from exceptional and widely- 
scattered sources. If, however, after these outlying 
supplies of gold shall have been exhausted America 
should actually need more, it will have to come either 
through other by-ways or through the foreign ex- 
change market, bringing ab»ut conditions which will 
surmount the obstacles interposed. At present the 
general belief seems to be that the need will subside 
with the receipts which New York is likely to obtain 
in the manner the contributions are at present being 
secured. Should it not be thus satisfied, the trade 
figures cited insure that channels will be opened to 
further supplement the supply. Indeed, as noted be- 
low, the Bank of France has already withdrawn i's 
obstructions. 





Other than the gold movement—which is set out at 
length and with the ordinary detail in a subsequent 
part of this article—the most important events of the 
current week have been the visit of Mr. Bryan to New 
York, and the probable settlement of the great an- 
thracite coal strike. The Bryan celebration we have 
discussed on a following page, and it is sufficient to 
say of it here that neither his speeches nor the follow- 
ing he attracted appears to have had any inflaence 
whatever on public sentiment or on our markets, ex- 
cept to strengthen confidence in his thorough defeat. 
With reference to the coal strike, its settlement in the 
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near future had ben anticipated. The action of 
the coal operators was preceded by s two-days 
conference between the individual coal operators 
and the large coal-carrying companies. Wednesday 
the Philadelphia & Reading Coal & Iron Company an- 
nounced the agreement reached; that is to say, it 
posted a notice stating “‘that it will suspend the 
operation of the sliding scale, will pay ten per cent 
advance on September wages till April 1 1901 and 
thereafter until further notice, and will take up with 
its mine employes any grievances which they may 
have.” This notice shows that the coal operators 
have substantially agreed to everything the miners de 
manded. The other companies having since made 
somewhat similar concessions, the presumption is that 
the strike has been settled. It now remains to await 
the working out of the practical question which the 
companies and the public must solve—that is, who is 
to pay this extra cost? We expressed our views on 
this point in the situation quite fully in an article on 
«‘The Coal Situation” (page 729) last week. 





As expected, mercantile failures the present year 
are proving larger than last year. But there is no 
special significance in this, notwithstanding the at- 
tempt of Bryan orators to make political capital out 
of it. Last year every condition was favorable, and 
failures were naturally down to a minimum. Prices 
then were steadily rising and the volume of trade 
was of large proportions, circumstances which tended 
to ensure the solvency of even reckless traders. The 
present year the situation is exactly reversed. Busi- 
ness activity has diminished, and prices in most lines 
of industry are much lower than they were ten 
or twelve months ago, while in some cases 
the declines since the first of the year 
have been serious. This is a state of things which 
not only leads to insolvencies, but makes an increase 
in the failure list practically inevitable, especially 
when comparison is with such a banner year in this 
respect as was 1899. The records published in “‘Dun’s 
Review” show that 2,519 mercantile concerns came to 
grief during the third quarter of 1900, as against only 
2,001 during the third quarter of 1899. Going back, 
however, we find that in 1898 the number was 2,540, 
in 1897 2,881 and in 1896 3,757. This last shows how 
vastly different the situation is from that in the year 
of the last Presidential election. The contrast becomes 
still more striking when the amount of liabilities 
is made the basis of the comparison, instead 
of the number of failures. The liabilities for the 
third quarter of 1900 have reached $27,119,996. In 
the same quarter of 1896 the total was $73,284,649. 
Moreover, as is pointed out by the editor of ‘‘ Dun’s 
Review,” when the failures are classified according to 
branches of trade, it is found that out of 29 classes 
only 3 show heavier liabilities for 1900 than for 1896, 
and two of these were in iron manufacture, which was 
greatly overdone during the latter part of 1899 and 
the opening months of 1900. As the ‘‘ Review” well 
says, heavy contracts and bounding prices reached a 
climax then, and it isa marvel that the ebbing tide 
did not carry many more concerns out to sea. 

Demagogues and others who make it a practice tode- 
cry corporations almost invariably refer to these cor- 
porations as being owned and controlled by large cap- 
italists. Statistics are not always available to disprove 
such assertions, though they have in many separate 


cases been shown to be false. At the recent annual 
meeting of the stockholders of the Illinois Central RR. 
President Stuyvesant Fish presented a detailed state- 
ment of the ownership of this large corporation which 
shows how wide of the mark the assertion referred to is, 
at least as regards’some leading companies. The Illinois 
Central stock is $60,000,000, consisting of 600,000 
sharesof$l00 each; of this 599,949 exists as full shares. 
It appears that the certificates are registered in the 
names of 6,941 different holders, one of these being 
the Administration Office at Amsterdam, which holds 
39,577 shares, against which it has outstanding its 
own receipts or due bills held by a very large, but un- 
known, number of individual proprietors ia Holland. 
Deducting the Datch holdings, there are left 560,372 
shares in the names of the remaining 6,940 holders, 
giving an average of only 80 74-100 shares for each 
holder. Of the total stock 355,227 shares are owned 
in the United States, being 59°21 per cent of the 
whole. In each one of the Siates in which the come 
pany runs its trains it has a number of proprietors, 
ranging from 6 in Nebraska owning 149 shares to 879 
in Illinois owning 38,117 shares. These statistics are 
decidedly interesting, and if all other large companies 
would furnish similar information the erroneous 
notion that the stock of our railroads is chiefly owned 
by the very rich would soon be dispelled. 





The gold import movement, which began last week, 
has been checked by arise in the sight rate for ex- 
change to figures which prohibited further importa- 
tions. The fact that on Saturday the Bank of France re- 
moved its restrictions upon withdrawals of gold for 
export made it probable that should conditions 
necessitate further importations from Europe, the 
metal would be taken from the Bank of France. An 
official of the Bank, in announcing the policy of the 
institution, said: ‘This establishment cannot re- 
main indifferent to the monetary condition in other 
countries. A new monetary tension in London and 
an increase in the official rate of the Bank of Eng- 
land will certainly recoil here, and will lead to a gen- 
eral monetary crisis that the Bank of France can now 
easily avoid. It is for this reason that it has decided 
to furnish gold for export.” The amount of gold 
engaged for import at the end of last week included 
$250,000 by the Hanover National Bank, which was 
part of the £100,000 announced as having been 
withdrawn from the Bank of England on Wednes- 
day; $150,000 by Heidelbach, Ickelheimer & Co., and 
$200,000 by Goldman, Sachs & Co., engaged on Sat- 
urday. The gold consigned to Seligman & Co. from 
Germany was marks instead of dollars. The amount 
of the City Bank’s engagement which was made on 
Friday was not disclosed until Monday, and it was 
then announced that $2,600,000 South African gold 
had been obtained, in addition to which there was a 
consignment to this bank of $200,000 Siamese gold, 
which had been sent to Paris for assay, and $390,000 
gold which was procured in the open market at 
Paris. This made the total engagements of gold last 
week $6,900,000. On Tuesday it was announced that 
Goldman, Sachs & Co. had obtained $2,000,000 gold 
from various European sources, and that Lazard Freres 
had secured $600,000 in Paris. These engagements 
made a total of $9,500,000. It may also be noted that in 
addition to the amount above announced as in transit 
from Europe, the Alameda, which left Sydney, N. S. 
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September 29, is now nearly due at San Francisco 
with $4,000,000 gold. 

The sensitiveness of the London discount market 
to monetary conditions in New York was strikingly 
illustrated on Monday when the somewhat favorable 
character of our bank statement was reflected in an 
easier tone for discounts in the open market at Lon- 
don, and the ruling rate on that day was 33@4 per 
cent. It may be noted that then bar gold in the 
open market was quoted 2 of a penny higher, at 77 
shillings 114 pence and United States gold coin half 
a penny higher, at 76 shillings 64 pence per ounce, the 
former being influenced by a demand from New York. 
On Tuesday the London discount market grew still 
easier at 33@3 15 16 on news that our bankers were 
obtaining gold from sources other than London, and 
that rates for sight sterling had advanced above 
the gold importing point. Discounts continued to 
decline in London, and by Thursday they had 
fallen to 38@33 per cent. These changed condi- 
tions for money and sterling in our market will 
account for the course of the Bank of England 
managers in leaving unaltered at 4 per cent the min- 
imum rate of discount. No change was made in the 
official rates by any of the European banks. The 
Bank of Bengal at Calcutta reduced its rate on Thurs- 
day from 5 per cent to 4 per cent. 


Money on call, representing bankers’ balances, has 
loaned at the Stock Exchange during the week at 4 
per cent and at 24 per cent, averaging 3} per cent. 
On Monday loans were at 34 per cent and at 24 per 
cent, with the bulk of the business at 3 per cent. On 
Tuesday the transactions were at 4 per cent and at 3 
per cent, with the majority at 3} per cent. On 
Wednesday loans were at 34 per cent and at 3 per 
cent, with the bulk of the business at 3} per cent. On 
Thursday the transactions were at 4 per cent and at 
3 per cent, with the majority at 3} per cent.

Banks and 
trust companies quote 3} per cent as the minimum, 
some, however, obtaining 34 percent. Time loans are 
quoted by banks at 5 per cent for sixty to ninety days 
and at 44 per cent for four to six months,'while money- 
brokers are freely offering contracts on good Stock 
Exchange collateral at 44@5 per cent for all periods 
from sixty days to six months, the rate being governed 
by the maturity of the loan. The demand is only 
moderate and chiefly for short date. Commercial 
paper is in a little better demand, though principally 
by near-by out-of-town purchasers, and the local 
banks are buying comparatively little. The supply is 
not abundant and there is no accumulation. Rates 
are 5 per cent for sixty to ninety-day endorsed bills 
receivable, 54@6 per cent for prime and 6@6} per 
eent for good four to six months’ single names. 


As above noted, the Bank of England minimum 
rate of discount remains unchanged at 4 per cent. 
The cable reports discounts of sixty to ninety-day 
bank bills in London 32@3% per cent. The open 
market rate at Paris is 3 per cent, and at Berlin and 
Frankfort it is 44 per cent. According to our special 
cable from London the Bank of England lost £126,354 
builion during the week and held £33,473,491 at the 
close of the week. Our correspondent further advises 
us that the loss was due to exports of £356,000 (of 
which £200,000 were sold in the open market, £73,000 
were to France, £60,000 were to Egypt and £23,000 to 





South America), to receipts of £193,000 net from the 
interior of Great Britain and to arrivals of £37,000 
from Australia. 


The foreign exchange market has been strong this 
week, influenced in part by a temporary check to the 
supply of cotton bills, by some demand for long ster- 
ling for investment, and by an inquiry for sight ster- 
ling to cover gold imports and toremit for stocks sold 
on European account. Bankers who usually handle 
large amounts of commercial exchange look for a re- 
newal of liberal offerings of cotton bills later in the 
month and also for moderately large amounts of grain 
drafts. The demand for sight sterling with which to 
cover gold imports will probably soon subside now 
that the engagements of the metal have ceased. The 
inquiry for sixty-day sterling for investment is not 
expected to be important so long as money rates 
here and in London are so near a parity. 
The arrivals of gold engaged in Europe last week 
began on Wednesday, when $250,000 in sovereigns 
was received by the Bank of British North America 
and $250,000 in American coin by the Hanover Na- 
tional Bank. The Bank of British North America 
has this week received drafts from San Francisco rep- 
resenting {$950,000 Yukon gold deposited at that 
point, and the bank has advices of $400,000 of this 
gold which has been deposited at Seattle. The Oan- 
adian Bank of Commerce has received drafts for $200,- 
000 Yukon gold from San Francisco and $250,000 more 
of such drafts will arrive next week. The Assay 
Office paid $685,819 02 for domestic bullion. The 
gold received at the Custom House during the week 
amounted to $493,729. 

Nominal rates for exchange advanced after Monday 
from 4 81@4 814 for sixty.day and 4 844@4 854 for 
sight, to 4 814@4 824 for the former and 4 854 for 
the latter. Rates for actual business opened on Mon- 
day at an advance compared with those at the close on 
Friday of last week of half a cent for long, to 4 804@ 
4 803, and of one-quarter of a cent for short and for

4 85 for the latter. The market was strong all around, 
and it was firm on the following day, though at un- 
changed figures.

THE BRYAN DEMONSTRATION. 


We have often wondered why it is that political ex- 
perts persist in arguing that because large crowds 
have gathered to witness a well-advertised political dem- 
onstration, therefore it follows that the people have the 
cause of that demonstration near their hearts. There 
is more than one variety of the so-called “‘ mass-meet- 
ing.” We suppose, for instance, that the inference of 
political loyalty may reasonably be drawn from the 
kind of gatherings with which most of us have been 
familiar—the “rally” held in an extremely uncom- 
fortable hall, with a distressing amateur “‘ band” and 
@ series of more or less dull and tedious campaign 
speeches. Oonstant and regular attendance on this 
sort of function would really, we should say, prove 
genuine devotion to the purposes of the meetings. If 
the people were not eager to make a show of such 
devotion, they certainly would not endure the incon- 
venience of attending, and the orators would talk to 
empty benches. 

But we greatly doubt if the rule applies in any 
degree to a meeting in a great city, shrewdly an- 
nounced and advertised beforehand, and provided 
liberally with inducements in the shape of speakers 
whose names the newspapers have for months made 
household words. Asa theme of interest, discussion 
and entertainment, an occasion of this sort outstrips 
any performance at the theatres, and has the added 
and not inconsiderable advantage of charging no ad- 
mission. ‘T'o take a single instance, unconnected with 


politics: Exactly a year ago, a mass meeting to declare 
sympathy with the Boers was announced in Carnegie 
Hall. Several well-known and popular orators were 


pened to fall on the very day when Kriiger issued his 
ultimatum. Asa result, the hall was crowded to its 
utmost limits. Yet nobody seriously believes that 
this meant overwhelming animosity to England in 
New York. If President Kriger had appeared in 
person, no hall in New York could have contained the 
audience ; and if Mr. Chamberlain had undertaken 
subsequently to come over and address an “ anti- 
Boer demonstration” we have not the slightest doubt 
that his meeting too would have been filled to over- 
flowing. Moreover, weare sure that very much the 
same audience would have attended both. 

The moral which we wish to draw from this, and 
which we presume most thinking people draw, is that 
the enormous gatherings at last Tuesday’s Bryan 
demonstrations merely proved, to use a theatre 
manager’s expression, that Mr. Bryan is a first-class 
attraction. It seems, in fact, hardly to have occurred 
to anybody that the crowd which gathered in the 
Madison Square Garden to hear the same candidate 
in August 1896, on the eve of New York’s over- 
whelming vote against him, was at least as large as 
last Tuesday’s, and by some accounts considerably 
larger. It is perfectly true that Tuesday’s audiences 
kept their places throughout Mr. Bryan’s speech, 
whereas the audience of 1896 stampeded before the 


vies | Speech was fairly under way. It is also true that 


enthusiasm was shown in the crowds this year, 
as it certainly was not four years ago. But the ex- 
planation of all this is simple enough. The speaker 
endeavored in 1896 to address his audience with a 
serious financial argument, and that very quickly 
turned out not to be what they had expected. They 
had been promised an orator who should hypnotize 
them, and they found a rather dull economic essayist. 
This year most of the audience heard what they came 
to hear—a fire-brand orator with a gift of facile elo- 
quence and a reckless freedom in handling a score of 
controverted questions. They did not feel that they 
had been cheated as they were by the solemn deliver- 
ance of 1896, and they expressed their appreciation 
as they would have expressed it at a theatrical show 
which amused and entertained them. 

- We are aware that this view of the case ignores the 
value to a candidate of a large audience, whereby he 
can get a hearing for his views. But Bryan, of all 
men, had no need to gather an audience for this 
purpose. Not one of his opinions was new, and every 
one of the topics whivh he discussed last Tuesday had 
been threshed out months ago by more competent 
hands than his. Ifa voter had not been convinced 
of the evils of the so-called ‘‘ Imperialism” -by a 
writer and speaker of such mark as Mr. Schurz, we 
hardly imagine he would be converted by Mr. 
Bryan. Furthermore, it is certainly our opin- 
ion that most of the wild assertions put forth by 
the orator last Tuesday evening missed their 
purpose, for the very reason that they were uttered 
in a large and mixed gathering. A club of anarch- 
ists, exciting one another into frenzy against the ex- 
isting order, might be stirred by a candidate’s declar- 
ation that “the reason they [his opponents] want a 
large standing army is to build a fort in this city and 
use the army to suppress by force the discontent 
which ought to be cured by legislation.” But it was 
not a club of anarchists to which this remarkable 
declaration was addressed. The people who heard it 
probably went home to wonder if a candidate who be- 
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lieved such things, or who said them not believing 
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them, was safe political company for,an intelligent 
American. 

We are not sure, on the whole, that Bryan’s visit 
New York City and State, in the plain and undje- 
guised réle of agitator and demagogue, has not been 
a fortunate occurrence. It is a creditable fact in the 
history of New York that its voters have very rarely 
accepted a political charlatan of this sort at his own 
valuation, Being cosmopolitan in its citizenship, as 
few great cities are, New York contains among its 
voters elements which, in most foreign cities, would 
be deemed promising ground for the most incendiary 
political appeals. Such appeals are occasionally 
heard ; but it is universal experience that, except in 
@ narrow and restricted circle, they cause hardly a 
ripple in the political waters. Bryan’s appeal in 1900 
to these elements of disorder and unrest can hardly be 
as effective as it was in 1896,when the edge of his argu- 
ment was sharpened by the pinch of general poverty. 

His appeal to the rest of the community will un- 
doubtedly be judged in the light of every-day common 
sense. A candidate who talks of forts in the neigh- 
borhood of New York to suppress the laborer; who 
denounces investors in German treasury bonds be- 
cause they do not invest in Illinois lands instead; who 
tells the laborer that he is becoming a mere slave and 
chattel of the trusts; who warns the law students that 
a lawyer trust has been formed to condemn them to 
perpetual clerkships; and who denounces the Presi- 
dent because he “‘sends messages of condolence on 
the death of kings, but has none to send on the death 
of two republics ”—is too transparent a demagogue to 
deceive any voter in his senses. 

We observe some disposition in the press to accept 
Bryan’s denunciations of the Philippine policy as on 
a higher plane of dignity and honesty. And so they 
would seem in the reading, but for the perfectly good 
reason that he has had in this branch of 
controversy the arguments of serious statesmen 
from which to borrow his own. As for his own 
devotion to the “‘anti-imperialist” cause, the fact 
that he never discovered the virtues of that position 
until after his nomination and after the anti-imperial- 
ist demonstration is comment enough on his sincerity. 
That the candidate is perfectly capable of abandoning 
the whole Philippine discussion, if he were to discover 
a dislike to it on the part of his audiences, is proved 
incontestably by his present refusal to say a word on 
the currency question, though he declared in 1896 
that his public advocacy of free-silvyer coinage would 
cease only with his death. As regards the practical 
sifting out of policies from the mass of words, Presi- 
dent Eliot’s remark sufficiently sums up the situation, 
that while “President McKinley and Mr. Bryan use 
different phrases in describing their foreign policies; 
when it came to action, in all probability their policies 
would be much alike.” 

It is needless to pursue this topic further ; indeed, 
it has often seemed to us a waste of words to discuss 
the probable policies of one who has shown through- 
out his brief career that his opinions are guided by 
nothing except the possible winning of votes. We 
have never believed that any such tactics would draw 
serious support from the American people, and we do 
not believe it possible now. It is our own prediction 
that after the coming election the ‘‘ Bryan episode” 
will be remembered only as a passing vagary of Amer- 
ican politice—a belated echo of the industrial disturb- 
ances of six or seven years ago. 











‘HE REORGANIZED WISCONSIN Phirereiy 


It is evident from the first annual report of the 
Wisconsin Central Railway that this reorganized prop- 
erty has at length been placed in position where it 
can be operated to advantage and its traffic and rey- 
enues systematically developed. This could not be 
said before. As has been previously pointed out in 
these columns, one of the principal merits of the re. 
organization was that it did away with the multi- 
plicity of separate companies, each controlling some 
small piece of road and each having a separate lien 
—out of which so much confusion had arisen, 
It was manifestly impossible while this mul- 
tifarious ownership existed, to place the finances on an 
intelligible basis. It was equally impossible with such 
divergent interests to be dealt with, to provide for the 
physical needs of the property in a comprehensive and 
harmonious way. 

Ail this has been changed by the welding together 
of the various divisions and sections into a complete 
whole. The main line, branches, terminals, equip- 
ment and lands have all been united under a single 
ownership, and there is now one large mortgage (sub- 
ject toasmall amount of divisional liens still out- 
standing), as to the status and value of which atolerably 
clear idea can thus be formed. It is obvious, too, that 
the property is being managed in accordance with a 
well-defined policy and along broad lines. Evidences 
of this are found in the arrangements made for per- 
manent terminals at Ohicago and at St. Paul and 
Minneapolis, the latter including the purchase at 
Minneapolis of a piece of ground for freight termin- 
als at a cost of $500,000 ; also, in the consolidation 
and concentration of the car and locomotive shops 
with the view to more economical repairing, and in 
the rearrangement of the intermediate yards so as to 
promote economy of operations. The management is 
an unusually strong one, Mr. George Ooppell being 
Chairman of the Board, and the Executive Commit- 
tee, comprising, besides Mr. Ooppell, John Orosby

A conservative and far-sighted policy is being pur- 
sued, and large amounts are being appropriated out 
of earnings, directly and indirectly, for improvements, 
betterments and renewals. In the twelve months 
ending June 30, 1900, $1,258,944 was spent upon 
maintenance of way and structures and upon mainte- 
nance of equipment, and charged to expenses, against 
only $994,203 so spent in the year preceding. Not- 
withstanding the enlarged outlay in this way, which 
with the increase in transportation cost left the 
net earnings slightly less than in the previous 
year ($2,056,480 against $2,060,529) in face of 4 
gain of $519,397 in the gross receipts, the in- 
come account shows a surplus over and above the 
charges and other fixed requirements for the year of 
$492,915. This, it will be observed, is almost equal 
to the full 4 per cent on the $12,500,000 of preferred 
stock, of which, however, $1,564,396 still remains in the 
company’s treasury. Instead of distributing the sum in 
the shape of dividends, it was wisely decided to apply 
the bulk of it in further improvements, so as to place 
the property in still stronger condition for the future; 
altogether $450,747 out of the $492,915 surplus was ap- 
propriated in that way. It is to be remembered that 
a large proportion of the road’s tonnage consists of 
iron ore and other low-class freight, and that the av- 
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erage rate received per ton per mile is hence much 
smaller than that of most of the roads west of Chicago, 
The average for the late year was less than three- 
quarters of @ cent per ton per mile, having been but 
7°31 mills. 
Liberal amounts are being spent to provide for the 
property’s present and future needs. The total charges 
for the year to Improvements and Equipment aggre- 
gated $:,255,843. Of this $450,747 was provided from 
surplus earnings as already stated, and of the re 
mainder $542,498 came from the proceeds of the sale 
of 1st general mortgage bonds and $262,598 from cash 
turned over by the Reorganization Managers. On June 
30 1900, $23,727,000 of the new lst general mortgage 
bonds were outstanding, besides $500,000 of Minne- 
apolis Terminal Parchase Money Mortgage bonds issued 
to pay for the terminal property purchased at Minne- 
apolis. There are only $2,049,500 of underlying bonds 
which have not yet been taken up. There is no float- 
ing debt of course, and the current liabilities consist 
merely of pay-rolls and vouchers for me NN 
THE ENGLISH COTTON INDUSTRY D 

THE OOTTON CRISIS~THE ASSOCIATION OF 

BRITI_H CHAMBERS OF COMMERVE IN 
PARIS—THE METRIO NOTATION 
OF COTTON YARNS* 
MANCHESTER, October 10. 
There is now a disposition in Manchester and 
throughout the Lancashire spinning and manufactur- 
ing districts to regard what is called the ‘cotton 
crisis” as having passed over the acute stage. Re- 
ceipts of new-crop cotton at the American ports aud 
the shipments to Europe, though not overwhelmingly 
large and not equal to those recorded at the corre- 
sponding period of last year, are sufficient to relieve 
the tension, to remove the sense of scarcity, and to 
afford the progpect of such an adjustment of prices as 
will allow sales of goods and yarns to proceed regu- 
larly before very long. But this point has not yet 
been reached, and business on the Manchester Ex- 
change and in the warehouses is still on a small scale. 
Merchants are daily receiving an abundance of tele- 
grams of inquiry from abroad, and tentative pro- 
posals from the home distributing houses, as 
well as many firm offers, but these rarely lead to 
business of importance because regular quotations, 
being based approximately upon the present price of 
cotton, are far too high to induce considerable buy- 
ing.’ Today middling American is worth 63d. per 
Ib., and it is impossible to sell yarn or cloth on that 
basis with margins barely providing for the cost of 
production. No doubt it is possible for spinners and 
manufacturers to accept in some cases such offers as 
are made for distant delivery at prices founded upon 
the quotations for futures in Liverpool, which are 
much below spot prices, and transactions of this 
kind of fair magnitude are taking place every day; 
but they are not numerous nor, on the whole, of much 
importance. Much more frequently the offers are re- 
jected and are being sent back for revision. Thus 
distributers of cotton goods throughout the world are 
being taught that it is impossible to repeat their pur- 
chases on the old and lower scale of prices. But the 
process of instruction iz a slow one, and at present it 
seems likely, that nothing short of a palpable scarcity 
of goods will force up prices in the distributing 
centres to the level now existing in Manchester. 





Such scarcity seems likely to be realized at no 
distant date. There are no records of the number of 
spindles and looms which have been standing idle or 
working short-time during the last two months, but 
it is certain that the consumption of cotton and 
consequently the production of yarn and cloth have 
been very greatly lessened. The effect of this re- 
duced supply must be strengthened by the fact that 
for a long time past there have been no stocks of 
importance in Manchester in the hands either of 
producers or of merchants. Indeed, the long pre- 
vailing policy of English cotton spinners and manu- 
facturers has been to hold as little of their product 
as possible, and the same course has been pursued 
by merchants both in the home and the export trade. 
No doubt buyers of goods here and abroad have long 
been accustomed to ‘‘buy forward,” that is to say, to 
have always considerable supplies insured for future 
delivery at definite prices. Lancashire manufacturers 
have for many years willingly accepted the counter- 
part of this policy. Instead of refusing low and 
apparently insufficient offers, as their fathers were 
accustomed to do, they consider how they can 
manage to accept them with a remunerative margin, 
and sometimes take the risk of trusting to declining 
prices for their raw material. It is almost certain, 
however, that at present there is no considerable bear 
account open on the part of Lancashire spinners and 
manufacturers. They have not, in truth, had the op- 
portunity for engaging in a speculation of this kind, 
A few may have done go, but the risks of such a vent- 
ure, in view of the uncertainty as to the extent of the 
growing crop in America and the sharp lesson which 
they learned some months ago upon trusting to lib- 
eral estimates, even from good authorities, are not 
forgotten. Generally, it may be said that English 
buyers of cotton are not in the mood to anticipate by 
their sales a return to anything like the low prices of 
1899 and 1898. They recognize that crops of 11,000,- 
000 bales in America must not be expected to recur 
very soon, and are not disposed to accept orders on 
the assumption that the current crop will be a large 
one, bearing well in mind the fact that surplus stocks 
are now exhausted. 

There is, however, one consideration, not yet fully 
realized in the minds of buyers and sellers of cotton, 
which may have an important bearing upon the future 
course of prices. The Indian cotton crop, which last 
year was exceedingly scanty, will this year be fairly 
abundant. No estimate of it has yet been published, 
but it will certainly be sufficient to affect very consid- 
erably the supply during the next twelve months. The 
last two abundant crops of American, occurring con- 
currently with lessened supplies of Indian for ex- 
port, have led to an extensive substitution of Amer- 
ican for Indian in the spinning mills of the Continent 
and Japan. Now that there is the certainty of 
&@ normal crop in India, it may be expected that 
it will be much more extensively consumed not only in 
Europe but also in Japan, displacing American to 
that extent. Already Uontinental spinners are buy- 
ing Indian cotton more freely that they did a year 
ago. Moreover the heavy stocks of yarn spun in India 
and Japan now held in China are still preventing 
spinners throughout the East from resuming full time 
in their mills, and it seems likely that Indian cotton 
must soon become a formidable competitor with 
American. This aspect of the question of cotton

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the cotton trade, but it is obviously one which must 
have great weight in determining the course of prices 
during the next few months. 

The recent meeting of the Association of British 
Chambers of Commerce in Paris was exceedingly for- 
tunate, especially in its accomplishment of the pur- 
pose which mainly determined the place of assembly. 
Never before has this body met outside the bound- 
aries of the United Kingdom, but when the idea of 
visiting the French capital was suggested at the 
autumnal meeting held last year at Belfast, and 
more definitely proposed in London in the spring of 
this year, the delegates present on these occasions at 
once gave it cordial approval. The invitation came 
from the British Chamber in Paris, and its main and 
avowed intention was to do something toward 
removing those misunderstandings which, as all 
the world knows, have given rise to 80 
much mistrust and ill-feeling between the two 
peoples within the last two years. Animated by 
this motive the representatives of the numerous 
Chambers comprised in the association were received 
in Paris with respectful cordiality. On their way 
thither they were entertained by the French Chamber 
at Calais. On its behalf M. Darquer, speaking in 
English, went right to the root of the matter, telling 
the guests that his Chamber was exceedingly happy in 
being the first Frenchmen to demonstrate to them 
how absurd had been the misrepresentations of cer- 
tain mischievous newspapers in attributing to the 
French people a disposition entirely contrary to the 
amiability, politeness and courtesy which were their 
national characteristics. They entirely repudiated 
the want of consideration which had been shown 
toward a “noble and august lady, Queen Victoria, 
revered by the millions of subjects of the vast British 
Empire.” Lord Avebury (Sir John Lubbock), in re- 
ply, said he was sure that the attacks had been as 
much regretted in France as in England. The 
next day the delegates were welcomed in the Palace 
of the Trocadéro by M. Millerand, the Minister of 
Commerce, by M. Bartélemy, on behalf of the French 
Foreign Office, and M. Picard, the Commissioner- 
General of the Exposition. Among other amenities 
provided for the representatives were a reception and 
soirée musicale provided by the Paris (French) Cham- 
ber of Commerce in their handsome building in the 
Place de la Bourse; a State concert in the Trocadéro 
by the Minieter of Education and Fine Arts, a garden 
party and dramatic entertainment in the grounds and 
the old palace now used as the Ministry of Commerce, 
and a banquet inthe Hotel Continental, Ruede Rivoli, 
at which M. Millerand was the chief guest. The pre- 
vailing conviction among the delegates of the British 
chambers was that the main purpose of the meeting 
in Paris had been fully accomplished. One proof of 
thie was the genial and friendly commente made upon 
the proceedings by the leading Paris newspapers. 

The business meetings of the association, held on 
four days, were short, and few subjects of wide inter 
est engaged the attention of the delegates. I shal! 
mention only one. It is of particular interest to 
American a3 well as to English cotton spinners. A 
movement has been on foot for several years on the 
European Continent in favor of substituting the 
French system of numbering yarne for the English. 
Three or four international conferences have been 
held in its favor, the last one in Paris only a week or 
two before the association visited that city. The Kag- 








lish notation determines the ‘‘counts” of yarn accord- 
ing to the number of hanks of 840 yards each, weigh- 
ing one pound avoirdupois, the French by the num- 
ber of meters weighing one-half kilogramme. At the 
Paris conference just referred to not only cotton, 
but all textile yarns, were considered, and the de- 
clared object was to secure a uniform system of 
notation for all of them. About 100 spinners from 
various countries were present. In addition official 
delegates attended as representatives of their re- 
spective governments. Germany, Austria, Belgium 
and Great Britain had each two, Russia and Switzer. 
land each three, while Hungary, Japan, Sweden and 
Turkey were in each case represented by one member 
and the French Government by three—two from the 
Ministry of Commerce and one from the Ministry 
of War, which, as a very large buyer of clothing 
and other textiles for the army, has a certain 
interest in the question under discussion. The 
resolutions passed were practically in favor of the 
general adoption of the French system. It was 
further agreed to recommend the holding of an in- 
ternational diplomatic conference, and the sup- 
pression, after an acceptance of that system, of im- 
ports into the countries represented of all yarns not 
reeled in accordance with it, a period of two years 
being allowed before enforcing its uniform employ- 
ment. A permanent committee was finally appointed 
to sit in Parisand to communicate with the several 
governments. It is understood that the English 
official delegates, aware of the strong opposition to 
any change in the existing system, so far at least as 
cotton yarns are concerned, not only in the United 
Kingdom but elsewhere, did not assent to the con- 
clusions of the conference. 

Following shortly after this conference came the 
meeting of the Association of Chambers of Commerce, 
and it happened that a motion upon the same subject 
had already been placed upon the agenda, in the fol- 
lowing terms: ‘‘That this Association strongly recom- 
mends spinnersof any kind of yarn whatsoever to 
make themselves thoroughly acquainted with the re- 
lationship of their special numbering of yarns with 
those reckoned on the metric system, with a view of 
having @ common basis of comparison amongst all 
spinners.” The proposer of this resolution repre- 
sented the woolen industry, in which, undoubtedly, 
there isa want of uniformity in the numbering of 
yarns. le desired to see the metre, or French, system 
in use generally, but at present desired only that it 
should be made familiar to all interested in the woolen 
industry. Strong opposition was offered on behalf of 
the Lancashire cotton spinners and merchants, and 
eventually the motion was withdrawn. ‘There can be 
no doubt, indeed, that the prevailing method of 
notation in the cotton industry stands on a very dif- 
ferent footing from that in the woolen industry. 
Except in France, the English system is used all over 
the world. Moreover it is simple and uniform, and 
therg would be the greatest difficulty in changing it. 
It is the basis of a)l custome tariffs in the cotton-yarn 
schedules, except that of France, as well as of the ~ 
wages scales. ‘The substitution of the metric system 
would require also some changes in machinery, be- 
sides creating other minor disturbances. In the Eng- 
lish cotton trade, therefore, the opposition to the 
course proposed by the recent Conference is very de- 
cided and the discussions which have taken place on 
his subject within the last few years in the countries 
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of Central Europe leave no room for doubt that there 
too a very large number, probably a great majority, 
of those interested in the question are averse to the 
proposed alteration. It may perhaps be safely as- 
sumed that the attitude of persons engaged in the 
American cotton industry is also against it. 








THE HOCKING VALLEY REPORT. 

The Hocking Valley Railway Company ie one of the 
properties reorganiz:d by the firm of J. P. Morgan & Oo. 
The property is not a large one either as regards mileage 
or capitalization, but we cannot recall another case 
where such immediate and striking success has attended 
the work of reorganization asin this instance. While on 
the one hand fixed charges were cut down about one- 
third (say from about $1,200,000 per annum to $800,- 
000), earnings on the other hand have been enlarged in 
a very noteworthy way. The report covers only the 
results for the late year, but President Monsarrat points 
out that the earnings were largely in excess of those of 
any previous period in the history of the property. He 
gives, moreover, a statement to show that the gain in 
the gross earnings as compared with the year preced- 
ing was $1,543,232 and the gain in the net $861,545. 
This is a remarkable improvement for a single period 
of twelve months, being in the one case considerably 
over fifty per cont and in the other almost a full one 
hundred per cent. 

The company spent $3,132,575 in the purchase of 
new equipment during the year ($1,627,750 being 
paid in cash and $1,504,825 by the issue of car trust 
obligations), which is a large outlay for a property of 
that size. It provided the company with no less 
than 4,500 new cara. The report tells us that the 
satisfactory earnings are attributable in good measure 
to the purchase and use of this new equipment and 
to the increased facilities derived from additions to 
the property and from itsimprovement. The traffic 
consists largely of bituminous coal, and the 
average rate realized in the late year was only 
4°48 mills per ton per mile. How the company 
is able to obtain such excellent results at so low a rate 
becomes evident when we examine the traffic results 
and observe what a record the road is making in its 
train load. The average lading of the trains in the 
case of the Hocking Valley has been high for some 
time, but in the late year, owing to the use of heavier 
equipment, the average was further increased about 25 
per cent, being raised from 522 tons to 646 tons. Of 
course the Hocking Valley has very little branch 
mileage, being nearly all main line, which is favorable 
to a high train-load; as showing, however, what a fine 
performance this average of 646 tons is, we may say 
that on the Chesapeake & Ohio, which we have often 
referred to as distinguished for this kind of work, the 
average of the revenue load for the same twelve 
months was but 488 tons. 

Asa result of the great improvement in revenues, 
the company earned a surplus above charges of $1,- 
168,547 for the twelve months. The 3} per cent divi-

RAILROAD NET EARNINGS FOR AUGUST. 

There is little occassion for comment concerning the 
earnings, gross and net, of United States railroads for 
the month of August, as presented in our tabulations 
below. Gains are no longer so large as they were a 
short time ago, and yet the improvement keeps up re- 
markably well. Moreover for August the showing, 
as it happens, is better than it was for July—in the 
net decidedly so, the improvement then having been 
hardly more.than nominal. In brief, the August re- 
sults show $6,915,392, or 7°53 per cent, increase in 
gross, and $2,008,647, or 6°28 per cent, increase in net. 
The following are the totals.

—The election of Amzi L. Barber, as a trustee of the Trust 
Company of New York—not the Trust Company of America, 
as was erroneously stated in this department last week—hag 
given some color to a rumor that the Century Trust Com- 


7922 | RABY, with which Mr. Barber is prominently identified, would 


be consolidated with the above-named institution. It can be 
authoritatively stated that the question whether the Century 
Trust Company shall act independently or be amalgamated 
with the Trust Company of New York or any other organ- 
ization has not yet been decided and it will not be until after 
the Presidential election. Though the Century Trust Com- 
pany has been organized for about a year, it has not yet be- 
gun business. While offices have been leased at No. 7 Wall 
Street, thsy have not been occupied. Should consolidation 
be effected the movement would doubtless be mutually ad- 
vantageous, The Trust Company of New York, it may bs 
noted, began business at 60 Wall Street January 15 witha 
capital of $1,000,000 and ‘a surplus of a like amount, and its 
balf-yearly statement, issued June 30, showed a cash reserve 
of $793,612 91, equal to 25 per cent of the liabilities; the bonds 
held amounted to $500,000 of those of the United States and 
$1,010,000 of New York City; the demand loans, secured by 
approved collateral, with a margin of 20 per cent, amounted 
to $1,263,408 61, and the time loans, mostly for three or four 
months, were $1,570,541 62. The total resources were $5,- 
137,563 14, while the deposits were $3,118,C67 90. The Presi- 
dent is Willis S, Paine, formerly Superintecdent of Banks of 
the State of New York; the Firat Vice-President is Warner 
Van Norden, President of the National Bank of America; 
and the Second Vice-President is Oscar F. Richardson. The 
Secretary is Edmund C. Lockwood. The company is a de- 
pository of the Cotton, Coffee and Produce Exchanges; it has 
been appointed by the Bank Superintendent a depository of 
awful money reserves for the banks and individual bankers 
for the State of. New York and it is a depository for New 
York State funds. 

—On Monday the National Butchers’ & Drovers’ Bank cf 
the City of New York removed from its location in the Bow- 
ery to new banking rooms in the modern building at the 
northwest corner of Broadway and Third Street. This is 
one of the oldest banking institutions in the city. It was 
chartered as a State bank in 1830 and it took its name from 
the fact that its early patrons were largely butchers and drovers 
of cattle. Its first location was at 128 Bowery; in 1848 it re- 
moved to 124, The character of the business of that locality 
has entirely changed in recent years, and hence it was 
deemed desirable to seek a new location, and the one selected 
is in a section of the city largely occupied by merchants and 
manufacturers of clothing, furs, millinery, cloake, &c., 
many of whom were customers of the bank while they were 
engaged in business on the East Side. 

Un the expiration of its original charter in 1853 the bank 
was organized under the general banking law of the State; 
in 1865 it became a national institution. The capital is $300,- 
C00 and the surplus and undivided profits, according to the 
statement to the Comptroller on Sept. 5, were $88,435. G.G 
Brinckerhoff, the President, has been connected with the 
bank forty-seven years, bicomiog its Cashier in 1665 and its 
President in 1879. William H. Chase, the Cashier, is also an 
old employe of the bank. The directors other than the above 
officers are Max Danziger, President of the New York Plate 
Glass Cc.; Henry Hofheimer, in the millinery, flower and 
feather trade; George F. Johnson, real estate; Adolph D. 
Bendheim, President of the Metropolitan Tobacco Co., and 
Henry W. Kennedy, lawyer. 

—Stuart G. Nelson, Vice-President of the Seaboard Na- 
tional Bank, was quite seriously injured through an accident 
on Monday evening at Lakewood, N. J., where he has been 
temporarily staying. He eustained a fracture of his arm and 
other injuries, which will doubtless confine him to his bed 
for scveral weeks. 
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—Jacob H. Schiff, of the firm of Kuhn, Loeb & Co., was on 
Tuesday elected a director of the Morton Trust Co. to fill the 
vacancy caused by the death of Abraham Wolff of the above- 
named firm. 

—Rumors have been current of negotiations bythe Russian 
Government of a loan for $50,000,000 in this country and of an 
equal amount in Paris. It is said that French bankers, to 
whom application was made for a loan for $100,000,000, have 
agreed that if half the amount can be placed in New York 
the remainder will be taken in Paris. 

—Another new trust company is being organized in Pitts- 
burg, to be called the American Trust Company. It is ex 
pected that application for a charter will be made on the first 
of November. The capital is to be $750,000 in shares of $'00 
each. It is stated that the stock has already been over-sub 
scribed, and that not more than 200 shares are to be allotted 
to any one party. Benjamin Page, Secretary of the Monon- 
gahela Connecting Railroad, is understood to be the prime 
mover in the undertaking. Other parties interested are said 
to be F. L. Robbins, Chairman of the Pittsburg Coal Com 
pany; H. C. Fownes, ex-President of the Carrie Furnace 
Company; J. B. Laughlin, of Jones & Laughlins, Ltd., and 
J. D. Nicholson of George B. Hill & Co. 


—The Ohio State Bankers’ Aseociation will ho!d its annua) 
meeting at Columbus on October 24 and 23. Edwin R. 
Sharp, Cashier of the State Savings Bank & Trust Company 
is to deliver the addrees of welcome. Response is to be made 
by G. P. Griffith, Vice-President of the Citizens’ National 
Bank of Cincinnati. The Hon. J. J. Sullivan, President of 
the Central National Bank of Cleveland, will deliver the an- 
nual address, There is also to be an address by the Hon, 
Ellis H, Roberts, Treasurer of the United States, on ‘‘ The 
Public Moneys and the Banke,” and by William A. Lynch on 
“The Industrial Age.” There will likewise be addresses on 
‘The Negotiable Instruments Law” and on “The Banker 
and the City.” 


—Mr. Clarence L. Harper has been elected President of 
the Union Trust Company of Philadelphia to succeed the 
late J. Simpson Africa. The following members were 
re-elected directors: William J. Clark, Secretary and 
Treasurer; George A. Fletcher, of Mitchell, Fletcher & Co.; 
William B, Irvine, W. Fred Monroe, Edward L. Perkins, 
Thomas R. Patton and William C. Stoever. The Board also 
contains the following new names: George Burnham Jr.,

—The Alliance Bank of Rochester, N. Y., and the Bank of 
Monroe, of the same city, are to be consolidated. The con- 
solidation is to be effected through the buying, by the Alli- 
ance Bank, of the stock of the Bank of Monroe. The Bank 
of Monroe, which will g> into liquidation, is one of the old- 
est banks in Rochester, having been established in 1867. 
The Alliance Bank is a comparatively new institution, hav- 
ing had an existence of about seven years, Its capital at 
present is $150,000, but under the consolidation it will be in 
creased, Asa result of the merger Hiram W. Sibley, Ho- 
bart F, Atkinsov, James S, Watson and Thomas W. Finu- 
cane are to become directors of the Alliance Bank. It is ex- 
pected that Mr. George Eastman will be made lresident. 

—There is talk of organizing a new financial insticution in 
Cleveland, to be called the Metropolitan Banking & Trust 
Company, with a proposed capital of $500,000.

Monetaryz CommercialEuglishAews 


[From our own correspondent.] 
Lonpown, Saturday, October 6, 1900. 


Of the two most important political events which have for 
a long time past weighed upon the Stock Exchange, one has 
virtually been decided as the market wished. The result of 
the second still remains to be seen. I refer of course to our 
own elections to the Imperial Parliament now in p 
and to the Presidential election on your side about to com- 
mence. Some two-thirds of the total members of our House 
of Commons have already been elected, and so far as we are 
able to judge the Government majority will be or greater 
than it was at the last general election in 1895. ‘This in itself 
would be no matter for congratulation, for the Government 
majority was already unduly large, were it not for the fact 
that the issue has been fought upon Imperialist as opposed to 
little England lines. Whatever may be thought of the wis- 
dom or otherwise of contesting the question at the present 
time and forcing on the so-called Khaki election, it is cer- 
tainly of the utmost importance that the question having 
been put to the electorate in the form in which it was that 
the country should reply with unmistakable unanimity for 
the maintenance of the Empire and the defence of its inter- 
ests wherever they may be assai'ed. 

Home questions have been wholly ignored in this election. 
Many voters who would not on such occasions support a 
Unionist Cabinet have voted solidly forthe incorporation of the 
two recently-conquered States witbin the pale of the Empire. 
This great Imperixlist question being, as we hoped, settled 
once and for all, the public is turning its attention to the de- 
tails of the contest. On your side interest will no doubt be 
taken, as indeed it is with ourselves, in the success of Mr. 
Winston Spencer Churchill, son of the late Lord Randolph 
and of Mrs. George Cornwallis West. Mr. Churchill made 
a very p'ucky tight, and so narrow was his majority that at 
one time it was feared he had been defeated. Another hard- 
fought cons ituency in which, however, the Unionist candi- 
date has been defeated by a sma'l majority, was that of 
West Southwark, where Sir Alfred Newton, Lord Mayor of 
London, c:ntested the seat in Government interest. Sir 
Alfred settled in the borough about 20 years ago as a yeast 
merchant, but his opponent, Mr. Causton, is a large em- 
ployer of labor in the district, is very popular, and was a 
strong local candidate, One incident doubtless attracted 
support and certainly erupetey to the. Lord Mayor’s candi- 
dature, and that was the brutal assault upon his son, Mr, 
Harry Newton, a young fellow of 24, an Oxford man and 
a barrister, who recently served with the City Imperial Vol- 
unteers. Mr, Newton was attending one of his father’s 
meetings in the borough and the rough element at the back 
of the room attempted to create a disturbance. Mr. 
Newton is a tall, atbletic young map, and when the 
officials found difficulty in removing the obstruction- 
ists he went to their assistance, with the result that 
he got a bad gash right across the right side of his 
face and had his nose badly broken. It is hoped, how- 
ever, owing to his youth that he will recover without sus- 
ta‘ning any permanent ill-effects. This kind of thing, how- 
ever, attracted, as said, sympathy to the Lord Mayor and 
certainly would have received no countenance from any scri- 
ous people amongst his opponents. Such attacks are due 
purely to the rough element, who regard the general elec: ion 
as — opportunity for creating a row whenever 
possible. 

The result of our election so far has had a most favorable 
influence upon stock markets, prices be‘ng generally well 
maintained, although until it is absolutely concluded busi- 
ness is naturally very quiet. So far as your elections are 
concerned it would be of course matter of no concern for 
non-American citizens were it not for the fact that Mr. 
Bryan’s views upon financial and economic questions are so 
totally at variance with those of any Constitutional country 
that there would be, were it thought at all likely that he 
might succeed, as great alarm amongst American inves‘ors in 
Europe as thereis on your side, on the possibility of his success. 
The European money markets have passed with remarkable 
ease through the trying period always more or less associated 
with the end of September. The Bank of England retains 
its official rate of discount at 4 per cent, and there has been 
a considerable reduction in the Bank reserve, which, how- 
ever, still amounts to almost 22!4 millions. The market has 
of course to borrow largely from the Bank; bnt it has been 
materially assisted by the immense expendi'ure on the part 
of the Government in connection with the war and also in 
urchases of Government atores. Little apprehension has

1 he finan- 
cial situation is improved by gold importations, and the 
Government’s internation] trade statement recently given 
out indicates that our credit balance abroad is still increas- 
ing. The settlement of the miners’ strike in the coal re- 
gions of Pennsylvania, while generally anticipated, removes 
an uncertain menace to one of the most important indus- 
tries in the country. The developments of the week have 
therefore had a tendency to encourage a hopeful view of the 
general situation and outlook.

Railroad and Miscellaneous Stocks.—The stock market 
has been decidedly more active and buoyant than for sev- 
eral months past. All classes of stocks were included in the 
broader interest manifested, some of the bigh-class railway 
issues showing more than the average advance in prices.

to 700 tons daily. Five hundred miles of track have this 
season been sprinkled with o'l, and the results seem to justify 
a much more extendei use of it in the future.

General Results.—Comparing with the previous year, the 
following reeults appear, viz.: The revenue passengers car- 
ried increased 13°52 per cent, with an increase in the number 
carried one mile of 7°01 per cent.; reverue freight increased 
11°77 per cent, with an increase in tons one mile of 2°86 per 
cent and a decrease in the average haul of 7:97 per cent. 
New steel rails placed in track and additional side and spur 
tracks caused an increase in the cost of maintenance of way. 
The increased cost of maintenance of equipment resulted 
trom placing air brakes and automatic couplers on locomo- 
tives and freight cars; also from the purchase of three new 
sleeping cars.

Improvements, Maintenance, Hic.—These include in part: 

Side and spur tracks, 30°5 miles constracted and extended; 4:92 
miles removed or shortened; 718.633 cross-ties placed in track, an 
increase of 74,237 over the previous year; 20 miles of track ballasted: 
two steel highway bridges; 41 trestles, aggregating 5,286 lineal feet” 
filled with earth; 9,020 tons of 80-1b steel rails laid in the main track’ 

General Remarks.—Fifty-six industries were located on the 
lines « f this railway, consisting principally of mills for the 
manufacture of yarn, cloth, knit and of products 
obtained from cotton seed. These industries are capitalized 
at $2,964,300 and furnish employment for 4,870 persons. The 
discovery of mineral deposits in Alabama has stimu'ated 
business on the line between Columbus, Ga, and Birming- 
ham, Ala. The financial condition of the territory traversed 
by the lines of this railway has improved. The physical 
condition of the property itseif is now far better than at any 
time since the r anization in 1895,

Co. owns one-third of the capital stock) of a consider- 
able portion of the Dayton freight yards compelled the pro- 
viding of new facilities, which are represented by an ex- 
penditure of $40,576, the effect being to give your company 
much more ample freight switching and bulking facilities at 
Dayton than it had previously. The Union Passenger Sta- 
tion at Dayton, which is an elegant and commodious strucst- 
ure, was completed and put into use Aug. 1, 1900. 

Equipment.—The report says in part: 

There were acquired during the year 230 new coal care of 39 tons 
couse, and 1:0 second-hand cecal and 3° fiat cars, of the cost of 
which $116,000 was charged to “new equipment” and the balance to 
“maintenance.” During the year 2,944 cars were equipped with auto- 
matic couplers and 818 with air brakes, and every car so equipped 
was thoroughly overhauled and ,put in first claes condition.

on the common stock, the latter including 2 per cent out of 
the earnings of the year July 1, 1898, to June 30, 1899, and 
114 per cent out of the earnings of the first six months of the 
year July 1, 1899, to June 80, 1900. The cash on hand at the 
end of the fiecal year is about the same as that of Jast year, 
notwithstanding the large amount spent on the road.

General Results.—The passenger earnings were the lare- 
est in the history of the road. The gross earnings from all 
traffic show a decrease of $65,215 as compared with 1899; 
but as the revenue from Government business during that 
year amounted to $157,000, the actual gross from or ¥ 
traffic exceeds 1899 by $91,784. In comparison with the year 
1897 passsnger-train mileage has increased 30 per cent, in- 
cluding the new express-train service to Brooklyn Bridge, 
while the increase in passenger earnings. has been 14 per 
cent; in express earnings 24 per cent. An increase of 11 per 
cent in freight earnings for the same period has been ob- 
tained with less freight-train mileage. 

The increased cost of material and supplies has affected 
operating expenses adversely, and no new work has been un- 
dertaken on that account. Tne work of eliminating grade 
crossings has bsen vigorous'y prosecuted and is limited only 
by the funds available from the State under direction of the 
Railroad Commissioners. 

The Prospect Park & Coney Island RR. report is not in- 
cluded in this report, a3 the road was leased June 17, 1899, to 
the Brooklyn Rapid Transit system; the deficiency for the 
year was $12,098.

The following report respecting the organization of the 
Wisconsin Central Railway Company and its operations for 
the fiscal year ending June 30, 1900, is respectfully sub- 
mitted. 

FRANCHIBE. 

The Wisconsin Central Railway Company is a corporation 
organized under the general Jaws of the State of Wisconsin, 
uuder date of December 30, 1897. 

The annual meeting of the stockholders of the Company 
takes place on the second Tuesday of October in each year. 


PROPERTY.

Comparison of earnings and expenses of the fiscal yeat 
ending June 30, 1900, with earnings and expenses of the Re- 
ceivers in the previous fiscal year will be found in the tables 
accompanying this [pamphlet] report. 

The incresse in earnings shown was due to the general 
improvement in business and to unusually large shipments 
of iron ore. 

The increase in expenses was due to increased business, 
more work done in tue Maintenance of Way avd Equipment 
Degectenants. increase in the prices of material and labor 
and the disturbance due to changing the Chicago terminal 
and the engine terminals between Chicago and St. Paul. 
The property was in better physical condition at the end of 
the fiscal year than at the beginning. There was laid 
during the year 7,375 tons of new eighty-five pound and 1,- 
263 tons of new eighty-pound steel rails. a total of 8,648 tons. 
The tonnage of rails released was 6,242 tons. The increase 
in weight of rail laid over rail taken up was 2,896 tons— 
value, $63,599 70, 

The equipment destroyed in service during the year was 
not all replaced, but its value as charged on the Company’s 
books, which was its estimated value on the 30th day of 
June, 1899, has been charged to repairs and credited to 
“Equipment Renewal Fund.” The credit to this fund at 
the end of the year was $21,772 57. 


IMPROVEMENTS. 


The amounts charged to Improvement Account for the 
year, as shown on page 804, aggregate $425,252 38. 

This does not include improvements charged to Operat- 
ing Expenses, such as increased weight of rails, permanent 
bridges replacing wooden structures, filling of bridges and 
trestles, etc. 

The expenditure for Passing and Station Tracks, $47,- 
258 83, was made necessary by the larger volume of business, 
longer trains, etc. 

Spurs and Mine Tracks, $23,573 49, covers the expenditures 
necessary to furnish shipping facilities for industries and 
mines. 

Stock Yards, $5,851 16, As the country settles up it be- 
comes necessary to provide facilities for handling live stock. 

Road Improvements, $69,239 19, represents the amount 
charged for improving alignment, widening embankments, 
taking out sags, etc., in pursuance of the policy of improve- 
ment of the property, 

Grade Revision, $47,498 17, covers the charges made to 
that account up to the end of the fiscal year. The work 
planned for the calendar year had barely been commenced 
at that time, and the expenditures for the balance of the 
calendar year on that account will amount to upwards of 
$200,000.

eral understanding was effected with all the interests in the 
trade, and the situation now promises to be lasting and 
fruitful of good results. The condition of this branch of the 
business has never been as satisfactory as at the present 
time. 

This result was possible and was accomplished only 
through the ability of the companies to manufacture at less 
cost than competitors, and also by reason of their more 
highly organized and efficient machinery of distribution.

Speculation in cotton for future delivery has bn fairly 
active, Early in the week the tendency of pric-s was down- 
ward. S-iling by speculative h lders continued « fea ure. 
Developments a, were against the market. Tne Eng- 
lixh market failed to show any stability, being unfavorably 
i finenced by a continued heavy movement of the crop, free 
ofteriugs from the South, large export clearances and favor- 
able weatoer in the cotton belt. On Wednesday, however, 
there developed a steadier tone, infications being that the 
selling pre-sure was largely over in both the N-w York and 
Liverpool markets. Private advices receiv-d from the latter 
market stated that the offerings from the Soath were smaller, 
which was taken as an indication that planters were less dis- 
p sed to sell on the lower basis of values Prefictions of 
colder weather in the cotton belt and fear of frost also had a 
steadying infinence. Thursday there was a firmer market 
during early ‘Change on stronger advices from Liverpool and 
reports of frost in the northeastern se tion of the cotton 
belt. Indications, however, were foc a high+r temperature, 
and this, coupled with a continued fall cr»p movement, had 
a weakening inflaerce later iv the day. To-d»y the market 
opened steadicr, reflecting firmer foreign advices than gen- 
erally expected. Subsequently, however, a report issued by 
the Agricaliural Bureau placing the loss to the T xas cro 
by the recent hurricane at equal to ovly 68,000 bales as 
warmer weather in the South bad a weakening i: fluence. 
Daring the late trading there was some buying by shurts to 
cover contracts, induced by the movement of the crop being 
slightly uvder expectations, and the loss was partially recov- 
ered. The close was steady, with prices unchanged to 2 
points lower for the day. Cotton on the spot has declined, 
closing at ¥34c. for middling uplands.

In 
the latter there has been very little done except for close-at- 
hand requirements. Interest in forward purchases of sta- 
sea has been very limited, and it is evident that the recent 

reak in cotton prices has increased the disposition to await 
dzvelopments rather than go ahead on the prices held for by 
sellers. Over sell-rs of cotton goods the decline in raw ma- 
terial has not exercised any material influence, although it 
has caused some sellers of cotton yarns to accept prices 
which they were declining last week. There are consider- 
able stocks of yarns held in some quarters, but the market 
continues scantily supplied with piece goods in the aggre- 
gate, while many concerns are quite cleaned out of ready 
supplies. The tone remains quite firm, with a few incidental 
advances onseet, chiefly in bleached cottons.
